Mike Kozma Resigns 
As Sumpter Supervisor

BELLEVILL E— Sumpter 
Township Supervisor Mike 
Kozma resigned unexpectedly 
July 22, setting off a game of 
musical chairs with William 
Gouger unanimously being 
elected supervisor for the 
remainder of Kozma’s term. 

Local observers had a hard 
time keeping track of the 
participants and their offices 
as a result of the township 
board meeting. 

Kozma, who has served as 
Sumpter Supervisor for 
f our-and-one-half years, 
emphatically denied his 
recent hassle over a possible 
dump site in Sumpter 
Township had anything to do 
with the sudden resignation. 

“My doctor told me I had 
to take It easy, and that’s the 
only reason I’m making this 
move,” the 73-year-old 
official said. “No one 
pressured me out of office. I 
was unanimously elected as a 
trustee on the board, so you 
can 6ee I’ll still be around to 
help the community,” Kozma 
said. 


Gouger had been township 
clerk for the last four-and-one 
half years before being 
appointed supervisor. Robert 
D. Marble was appointed to 
take Gouger’s place as 
township clerk. A retired 
Army Major, Marble had been 
police commissioner prior to 
his new appointment and is 
also employed by the 
University of Michigan at the 
present time. 

Kozma said he had 
accomplished all he set out to 
do as supervisor of Sumpter 
Township. In his letter of 
resignation dated July 21, 
1969, Kozma said: “Upon 
the advice and recoin* 
mendation of my doctors, 
and the many requests of my 
family and friends, I hereby 
tender my resignation as 
Supervisor of Sumpter 
Township, for your approval, 
to take effect July 22, 1969. 

‘‘I feel I have fulfilled my 
obligation to the citizens of 
Sumpter Township by serving 
them as supervisor for nearly 
4'/i years. During my tenure 
of office, I initiated many 
new policies, such as better 
wages for the fire, police and

ROMULUS--Four New 
Patrolman will be added to 
the Romulus Police Force 
around the latter part of 
August, Romulus Chief of 
Police Jacob Koch announced 
this week. 

Granted the hiring of the 
additional men by township 
board action In June, Koch 
had an original list of 40 
applicants for the jobs. 
Preliminary screening reduced 
this number to an even 
dozen, seven of which 
showed up last Friday night 
at Romulus High School to 
take the Test. 

The exam was conducted 
by Robert Soper, Monitor of 
the Michigan Municipal 
League of Ann Arbor, an 
Independent testing agency. 
The results of the test are 
expected this week, but 
further Investigation into the 
background and character of 
the applicants will be needed, 
according to Chief Koch, 
before the top four are 
actually added to the force. 

“We must make sure that 
every man we hire Is of the 
highest calibre,” Koch 
"Aft** the fot’ are 1 
ihey will be *.m 
Southeastern Mich 
Association of Chiefs of 
Police Training School held in 
Garden City, Michigan in 
September. 

Those taking the exam 
were: Richard Yearmain, 26, 
of Melvlndale; William J. 
Richardson, 21, Romulus; 
Stephen F. Peltier, 24, 
Romulus; Ro6coe M. Smith, 
24, Romulus; Gary G. Taylor, 
27, Westland; Jack D. Wilson, 
22, Romulus and John A. 
Prowse, 24, Romulus. 

The starting salary for 
Romulus policemen is $7500 
per year for the first six 
months. Then it jumps to 
$7760. 

With the addition of the 
four new men in August, the 
Romulus Police Force will 
number 12 men. This 
includes five part-time 
officers, one ordinance 
officer and a dog warden. 

July was the first month 
that Romulus was able to 
have a police car on the road 
continuously for 16 hours, 
Chief Koch said. 

Koch expressed 
satisfaction with the grade of 
men taking the test and is 
eager to add the four new 
men to the force. “I’m very 
pleased with the township 
board’s action concerning the 
merit system and rules and 
regulations of the 
department,” he said. 


"The board has foreseen 
the needs of the police 
department and the people in 
granting the hiring of these 
new men.” 

Koch still is hopeful for 
more men on his staff as soon 
as possible. The national 
minimum average Is two 
policemen for every 1,000 
population, while Romulus 
has 20,000 people and 36 
square miles to cover with 
only 12 officers. Koch would

County Sheriff’s Patrol and 
the State Police.” Koch said. 

The township board 
created the position of 
Sergeant on June 2, 1969 at 
the same time it adopted the 
merit system Chief Koch 
requested. The merit system 
consists of an oral exam, 
written exam and a physical 
examination, all done by an 
independent group. 

“I’m especially glad the 
testing is done by an 
impartial, independent group 
so there can be no charges of 
favoritism,” the Romulus 
Police official added. “I’m 
proud to be Chief of Police 
here in Romulus and I want 
to do a good job and I want 
good men to help me.” 

Koch worked 26 years as a 
police officer in Detroit, the 
last 13 as a detective working 
out of the special 
investigation bureau. He came 
here on Aug. 5, 1965 to build 
the police department. Koch 
said he is hopeful the new 
police station can be built as 
soon as possible. 

“I intend to get the best 
and I want to take up my 
time and do a good job. It 
may seem like things .are 
going slow at times, but we 
want the best for Romulus,” 
the Chief of Police 
concluded.

RABE Program

Mrs. Wilzetta Brown, adult 
basic education program 
director for Romulus, has 
submitted the following 
report concerning the 
project: 

The attitude of the 
members of these classes 
should be an inspiration to 
students of today. Many of 
these people in their youth 
were able to attend school for 
a very short time each year 
because they had to work. 
Yet it Is amazing how much 
they learned in that limited 
time! Furthermore, since 
then they have availed 
themselves of every 
opportunity to learn! 

Leadership was excellent 
and teachers were well 
qualified for the RABE 
Program. 

Yes, the basic subjects 
were taught In the classes in 
so far as students needed and 
wanted them, and as to 
whatever was beneficial to 
them. But the materials 
are studied to teach these 
basic skills pertaining to adult 
living today. Much 
mathematics, modem and 
basic, was studied. Modem 
news furnished excellent 
material for teaching basic 
subjects including a tie-in 
with history, map-reading, 
and geography. 
Communication skills were 
stressed. 

Other subjects used were 
Income Tax forms, 
registration blanks, social 
security brochures, budget 
making, interest and loans, 
installment buying, space 
travel, health subjects, use of 
narcotics, causes of racial 
color, traffic laws, safety, 
biographies, letter writing, 
and many more. Materials 
were abundant and excellent. 

Students wanted to know 
how to read faster, how to 


better remember what they 
read, how to give a report or 
speech. So we tried to help 
along this line. Much effort 
was spent, also, in correcting 
common errors of written 
and spoken English. 

One entire class was eager 
to know more about Outer 
Space. 

Many events showed keen 
insight and interest. One 
student had his wife join him 
in his homework. A lady 
brought in maps the Detroit 
News was supplying at this 
time, and reported on the 
Status of Africa. A student 
asked if I thought Africa 
would be completely taken 
over by the White Man. Some 
investigation of this ensued. 
This same student, as a 
consequence of our study of 
news events, wanted to know 
why Communism is so 
undersirable? We probed into 
this to quite an extent. 

Space Study motivated a 
lady to bring an excyclopedia 
about the first model of the 
Lem. This mother diligently 
pursued math, so as to help 
her son with his homework. 

A student expressed 
surprise at learning the 
correct form of business 
letters, expecially about the 
type of paper that should be 
used. 

It startled me to see that 
most of these students 
showed no interest in 
brochures about 
opportunities for their 
children to work for 
companies, and to receive 
in-service training. Said their 
children stood no chance at 
all to get in because of their 
parent’s status. Some said 
that once you had reached 
the age of forty It was 
hopeless to find a better job.

Services Building. Project 
Head Start provides 31 
pre-school children entering 
school in the fall with learning 
experiences and cultural 
opportunities which will help 
to enable them to be 
successful with formal 
schooling. 

The program has a staff of 
eight, including teachers, 
nurse, social worker, and 
teachers-aides. In addition, 
volunteer student workers 
from the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps function as 
aides.

- Donors Can Now Give 
Blood Until 66th Birthday 


DETROIT— Americans in 
good health can be blood 
donors now until their 66th 
birthday instead of the 60th 
or 61st as in the past. 

A joint announcement of 
this liberalization of medical 
standards for blood was made 
this week by the American 
National Red Cross here and 
the American Association of 
Blood Banks in Chicago. 

The two organizations 
together collect and process 
90 percent of the more than 
6,500,000 pints of blood 
used annually for surgery and 
therapy in U.S. hospitals. 

Dr. Frank Ellis, medical 
director Southeastern 
Michigan Red Cross Blood 
Program, emphasized that 
any healthy person can give a 
pint of blood without worry. 

He said, “We have many 
donors who have given 11, 12 
and even 13 gallons of blood 
without incident. Most of 
these are eager and able to 
continue giving. The change 
will permit them to do so 
except in jurisdictions where 
it is contrary to local 
regulations.” 

* ♦ * * 

“THIS EXTENSION of 
the eligible age limit for 


blood donors is in recognition 
of two facts,” explained Dr. 
Frank Coleman of Tampa, 
Florida, president of the 
Association. “First, that the 
need for blood is constantly 
increasing at a rate of about 
12 percent annually. Second, 
that thanks to better medical 
care, better nutrition and 
other factors, Americans are 
living longer and also keeping 
their health and vigor longer 
than in the past." 

Donors 66 years of age or 
over, under the new ARC and 
AABB policies, may continue 
to give blood If they obtain 
the written consent of their 
personal physician on the day 
of donation. 

* * * 

DONORS MUST be in 
good health, have normal 
temperature, pulse and blood 
pressure, and meet the other 
requirements for blood 
donors. Individuals should 
check with their local Red 
Cross blood center or 
community or hospital blood 
bank relative to their 
eligibility to give blood. 

Both organizations have 
blood clearinghouses, 
permitting blood given locally 
to be credited to patients in 
other cities and areas with 
surplus blood to aid those 
where it is short. 


Department of State driver test statistics 
indicate that males might be more vain than 
females when it comes to using glasses to 
improve their ability to drive. 

Among those persons who have Michigan 
driver licenses and wear glasses, 26 percent 
are males and approximately 34 percent are 
females. 

Health, Education and Welfare figures on 
Michigan high school students show that 30 
percent of the males and 42 percent of the 
girls wear glasses.

Poison 

When Socrates drank the 
cup of hemlock, he was well 
aware of what he was doing. 
But how many Americans 
each year unwittingly harm 
themselves by drinking 
poison in disguise? 

“Last year in the U.S. 
2,400 people died as a result 
of accidentally eating or 
drinking poison,” says Fay G. 
Knapp, president of the 
Greater Detroit Safety 
Council, a chapter of the 
National Safety Council. “In 
many of these cases, the 
poison was not in its original 
container." 

“Using pop bottles and 
other common food 
containers to store potential 
poisons is gambling with your 
family’s safety,” continued 
Knapp. “People tend to 
forget that one particular 
bottle contains poison and 
not the cool, relaxing drink 
they normally expect. For 
this reason, all household 
cleaners hsould be stored in 
their original containers.” 

To help families recognize 
conditions in the home that 
could lead to cases of 
mistaken identity, the 
National Safety Council has 
published a four-page 
pamphlet, “Fail Safe -How to 
Prevent Poisoning.” 

In addition to outlining 
the precautions families can 
take with home cleaning 
products, the pamphlet gives 
rules that families should 
follow to counteract 
children’s innocence and 
adult’s carelessness with 
medicine and pesticides.

Motorist Attitude 
Study is Initiated 


LANSING--A new 
approach toward determining 
motorists’ attitudes toward 
traffic law enforcement and 
their knowledge of rules of 
the road in an effort to 
increase highway safety has 
been started in Michigan, 
Secretary of State James M. 
Hare announced today. 

Specirl tests are being 
given bo drivers being 
re-examined for renewal ^ef 
operator permits at a Lansing 
branch office of the State 
Department’s office of driver 
and vehicle services, Hare 
said. The pilot project is 
sponsored jointly by the 
Michigan Department of 
State, the Highway Safety 
Research Institute of the 
University of Michigan, and 
the United States Department 
of Transportation. 

“This experiment," Hare 
said, “is to determine 
whether there »s a 
relationship between the 
attitude of the motorist 
taking a driver license 
examination and his final 
success as a safe driver. 

The tests are being given 
strictly on a voluntary basis, 
and only to drivers applying 


for renewal of operator 
permits, Hare pointed out. 

“In essence,” Hare 
explained, “the project is 
educational, both for 
motorists and for our office 
of driver and vehicle services. 

‘The answers also will tell 
our traffic safety experts 
where drivers are weakest in 
their knowledge and 
attitudes, giving us a beker 
opportunity to concentifoo- 
our public information and 
educational programs on 
those problem areas."

president. 

Of the seven elected school officials, 
Brown is the only one who has resided in the 
Westland section of the District; he now lives 
in Livonia. Through this residency in both 
sections of the District, Brown has stated 
that this has given him a better overall view 
of the District, and its situation. 

Within the last week Brown firmly 
reiterated that all of the Livonia District 
should be treated as one unit. His comment 
came after a routine administration 
presentation in which matters pertaining to 
the District as a whole were separated from 
those pertaining to the recently dissolved 
Nankin Mills District 

Brown requested that the Nankin Mills 
School District matters not be segregated, in 
the same manner that the Livonia District 
does not segregate the old Cooper School 


District whicn covereu a large portion of 
northeast Westland until its annexation by 
Livonia. 

Smooth assimilation of the Nankin Mills 
School District is a must in the Livonia 
District. The Nankin Mills residents must 
share equally with all other Livonia School 
residents in the problems and pluses of the 
District. In the same manner, Westland and 
Livonia residents must treat both sections of 
the District equally. 

Boundary lines of dissolved school 
districts must be forgotten, and for the sake 
of education, the City boundary line of Joy 
Road must be put aside by Westland and 
Livonia residents. 

To continue to point out these dividing 
lines within the Livonia School District can 
only serve as a devisive force within the 
District. We hope that Board President 
William Brown, who knows both parts of the 
District, will continue to stress that all 
District residents are equal no matter where 
they reside.

... and buy huge Holloway suckers that picked up 
more lint than a vacuum cleaner . . . and prance 
grandly while the Kiwanis band played Sousa 
spine-tinglers. 


Gone is my church for which I have already 
conducted memorial services. I delivered mail in 
Port Huron and, so help me, they have leveled my 
entire route. The same fate flattened most of my 
newspaper route. Urban Renewal, that gigantic 
bruiser of boyhood memories, has replaced dozens 
of worn but warm homes with a few cold office 
buildings. I wonder where all the people went, and 
if they are getting their mail and papers alright. 

Now they’ve done away with Jefferson, my first 
school, and I will soon run out of places to drive 
by and point at and bore my kids talking about. 
Some of the poolrooms are still there but they 
look like dime stores; they even smell good, for 
gosh sakes, and I don’t like them anymore.I can’t 
find a bartender who knows me, or knows anyone 
I knew, not even the most famous lushes. And 
when I tell them, ha ha, I paid for this bar, they 
just shrug and uncap a beer for some Boy Scout. 

I attended Jefferson for only one year, 
Kindergarten. Two things, besides the wrong 
galosh, I remember most. One is what I had to 
wear. Short pants and long, lumpy stockings held 
up by a garter belt. Remember? If my 
seven-year-old son reads that his Dad used to wear 
a garter belt he will fall down laughing and say I 
am kidding. But I can close my eyes and see again 
my long underwear bulking out between the tops 
of my stockings and the bottom of my pants.

The other thing I remember most is our 
kindergarten band. I played the water whistle in it. 
Is there such a thing as a water whistle today? I 
don’t think so.

If every person in Inkster gave just one 
dollar, the Boys’ Club would be halfway to 
its goal of $100,000. We sincerely hope that 
every individual, every church group and 
service ^lub, every PTA and civic 
organization, will do whatever it can to 
make the Boys’ Club of Inkster a reality.

rea educational opportunities will take 
a gigantic step forward if the Wayne 
Community School District and the 
Wayne County Community College District 
can reach an equitable decision on an area 
community college. 

Presently the community college district 
is seeking the use of Wayne facilities to use 
as an evening campus for the beginnings of a 
County Community College. The Wayne 
Schools campus would be one of 15 
campuses in the county. 

The program at Glenn would provide 
added educational opportunities for those 
over 18 who wish more education, but who 
find the transportation and the finances of a 
major university impossible to handle. 

In addition, the planned community 
college would provide small classes for 
maximum attention and benefit to each 
student. All the credits earned would be 
transferrable to other state institutions if the 
student decided to go op to a full four-year 
program. 

The Wayne School administrators and the 
community college personnel are presently 
working out final details so that the Wayne 
District will allow the community college to 
use Glenn facilities at cost. Final decision by 
the Wayne District is slated for July 28. 

Providing the financial arrangements can 
be worked out, we believe that the 
additional educational opportunities 
afforded even by a limited community 
college program would add much to this 
area. Allowing the community college to use 
school facilities would be just one /nore 
extension of valuable community school 
concept.

ast week while I was driving down the 
main street of my hometown I was 
suddenly pushed back in time when a 
whole flock of Model Ts* aharged up around 
me. Big signs hung from them, ‘We’re 
coming home for our birthday.’ 

Sitting high on seats the drivers looked 
down on me, and right there at a red stop 
light, I became a little girl again, getting 
looked down upon from a high seat of a 
Model T Ford by a father who wasn’t too 
happy about what he was seeing. 

What he was seeing was my sister and me, 
peeping out from some gunnysacks in the 
bottom of the back seat, when we were 
supposed to be home, doing what four and 
five-year-olds do at home. 

I don’t know whether that Model T was 
my father’s first car, or whether he’d had 
others ...but it was the first car I 
remembered. 

Before he came flourishing up the lane in 
the handsome vehicle, my little sister and I 
had always gone to town with Mother in a 
buggy, with the horse’s tail making a fine 
breeze as it switched along in front of us.

Finally, one day he put her behind the 
wheel and told her she must drive all the 
way to town to pick up her oldest kid, who 
happened to be me, who was in the first 
grade. 

“I can’t,” she wailed, and the huge Collie 
who always insisted he was a kid, too, sat 
behind her and wailed, and that really got to 
my father. He put his long legs over the car 
door and dropped into the seat beside her. 

“Okay,” he said, “I’ll ride along with 
you.” And he did. Down the lane, out on 
the highway, and just before the huge Snake 
River bridge came into sight, he leaped out 
of the car. 

“Charles,” my mother screeched. “Get 
back here.” 

“Not on your life,” he shouted. “You’ve 
got to do it alone. Just remember what I’ve 
told you.” And with that he dropped down 
by the side of the road to wait for her 
return. Poor Mother. She couldn’t 
stop.. .she’d forgotten how. 

Over the bridge she flew, the wind 
rippling the white and brown hairs of the 
Collie, down the dusty little road nestled

close to the river, up the squatty hill and 
into the schoolyard just as the bell rang, and 
the doors flew open and ou tumbled the 
school kids. 

Round and round she went, barely 
missing kids and dogs and teachers. 

“Get in,” she shouted as she spied me 
standing on the steps, mouth wide open, 
alternating between pride at seeing my 
mother driving the new car, and 
wonderment at the dizzy pace she was 
making. ..round and round the school yard. 

“Get in,” she shouted again. On the next 
pass and so I tore down the steps, dropping 
my peanut butter pail in which I carried my 
lunch, and tore after the Model T. It wasn’t 
too hard to catch, and as it went around 
again, 1 grubbed at it, got hold of the door, 
and went two more laps before I was able to 
heave myself over the side, and tumble in 
beside Buster, the Collie. 

Gleefully licking my face, he barked at 
my mother, and she headed the car out of 
the playground, down the dusty main street, 
over the bridge, as she passed my dad, still 
sitting by the side of the road, she shrieked 
“Get in here and stop this blankety-blank 
thing.” 

The light changed, and the raucous honk 
of the Model-Ts’ roused me, and as 1 moved 
smoothly into traffic the doors of yesterday 
slowly closed. 


Ever since I left my boyhood home of Newaygo, 
Mich., I haven’t been able to get over the absence of 
trees in the urban cement fields we live in. No fewer 
than 17 huge trees shaded the yard of my boyhood 
home. Most of them were maples, and they were 
good climbing trees. 

The house, itself, is now at least 80 years old, and 
possibly older, and the trees are as old as the house.

Each 
year we wondered if the tree could manage to bloom 
another season, so old and bent it had become. 

The trunk of the battered apply tree leaned to one 
side like an old man holding his back. Its center was 
filled with huge chunks of cement, put there by 
workmen when our first landlady saw the tree could 
no longer stand on its own. She had played under its 
sturdy branches as a little girl, and she couldn’t bear 
to see the tree die. 

I guess I know how she felt about trees. 

In the summertime, the sun had difficulty peaking 
through into the yard, so heavy were the branches in 
some places. Some of the largest trees hung on the 
side of the hill, shading the road that ran along the 
high edge of the valley, and dipped into the town. 
Their roots planted firmly into the earth of the hill, 
they leaned sideways as if they would eventually rest 
right on the road. Every year the highway workers 
would come along and trim them away. 

Once when a tree was thought to be a traffic 
obstruction, the highway workers cut it down and 
laid pavement where it had been. 

On a summer night when the wind blew hard 
across the valley, the trees would wave back and forth 
in the air, like old women wailing and throwing their 
arms in sonrow. The bumping and scratching against 
the house was a familiar sound, and the shadows of 
all the intertwining arms in the moonlight made the 
night seem alive against the bedroom walls. 

Autumn was the most beautiful time of all 
beneath the trees. Most of them turned progressively 
from deep green to a bright yellow that made it seem 
less like autumn and more like spring. One maple’s 
leaves turned a deep red against the surrounding 
yellow, and they all became part of the vast 
panorama of color that lined the valley and reflected 
in the Muskegon River below. 

License plates with strange letters were a familiar 
sight to us, especially during the season of the colors. 
It was the one time of year when the world came to 

see us. 

Each year we would wait anxiously for the trees to 
bloom with color. Then on some bright Saturday, the 
hills were on fire with color, like a massive fireworks 
display that wouldn’t go out. Then came the first 
heavy rain of October, and the leaves were gone. 

The morning after the rain, in the clear, crystal air, 
we youngsters would run out and find millions of 
leaves like heavy quilts across the yard. We hated to 
rake them, but in the process we would build huge 
piles of leaves, higher than we could see over, and we 
would burrow through them, making houses and 
camps inside the huge brown heaps. 

All during the next month, the smell of burning 
leaves hung over the town. The edges of the roads 
glowed with dying embers as one drove. Apples and 
potatoes roasted pleasantly in the coals. 

The more I think about it, the more I think that 
trees are a great gift. They demand nothing but the 
earth they cling to and the water they drink. And 
they give so much, as if they were simply good 
friends.

LANSING -One thousand 
largemouth bass were released 
Into the Cass River at Caro 
July 9 to complete an 
agreement between the 
Department of Natural 
Resources and the Michigan 
Sugar Company.

Says They Need Representation 


Helps Aboriginals 


future of Australia ’s 
indigenous population. 

One of the leading 
Aboriginal leaders 
championing social 
and political justice for her 
people is Mrs. Kath Walker, 
46, an internationally 
acknowledged poetess. She is 
a tiny, thin woman, but her 


lively eyes and expressive 
hands and fingers are a mirror 
to her feelings. Her 
appearance belies her strength 
and her firm belief in the 
cause of Aboriginal rights. 
She can be quietly persuasive, 
but equally she can become 
almost strident in her 
vehemence, her speech 


The plight of Australia’s 
Aboriginals, has, over the past 
two years, become an issue to 
be talked about, if not acted 
upon. 

Increasingly, the voices of 
Aboriginals themselves are 
heard in comment, 
complaint, dissent and even 
rebellion about the status and 


liberally dotted with harsh 
monosyllables. 

For twelve years she has 
been working for her people. 
A widow, and the mother of 
two sons, she was one of four 
Aboriginal candidates for the 
recent Queensland State 
Parliamentary election. She 
entered politics because, 
“Aborigines won’t get 
anywhere until they have 
their own representatives in 
every Parliament in 
Australia.” 

She says; “The problem is 
not a problem for the 
Aboriginals, it belongs to the 
white Australians. There are 
very few deliberate racists in 
this country-most 
Australians are well meaning 
in their attitude towards 
Aboriginals despite their 
paternalistic approach. The 
majority of them want to do 
something to help us, but 
they have gone about it in the 
wrong way until now. 

They handed everything to 
the Aboriginal on a plate and 
this has taken his initiative 
away from him. The 
Aboriginal has come to 
accept the attitude that he 
had no need to speak for 
himself and do anything 
positive about his lot. This 
has ultimately led to the 
image of the so-called lazy 
Aboriginal. 

“To resolve the problems 
that have arisen out of these 
wrong attitudes on both sides 
of the fence, Aboriginal 
spokesmen in public 
institutions are needed. 
Unfortunately, the lack of 
education among our people 
limits the numbers able to 
speak, but we are looking to 
the next generation to be able 
to provide to spokesmen we 
need. We need special 
education and training to 
bring the majority of our 
people up to a levfel of equal 
opportunity: the provision of 
specific aid needs to be 
accelerated.” 

Mrs. Walker, an executive 
member of the Federal 
Council for the Advancement 
of Aboriginals and Torres 
Strait Islanders, was in 
London recently as a delegate 
to the World Council of 
Churches’ Consultation on 
Racism. 

What is life like for a 
people whose homes are rat 
holes or an overturned water 
tank on a sewage dump? Mrs. 
Walker took out a picture of 
an Australian family. She 
pointed out a little girl. “She 
is like me, an Australian. She 


lies in the shifting red dirt, on 
a hessian bag, with the sun 
pointed at her like a blazing 
branch, and the flies stick to 
her. 

“The crows, sitting in the 
black needles of trees and on 
the great rocks, look with no 
interest at her swollen, 
bursting child-belly. 

“An Aboriginal like me. A 
girl of perhaps two or three, 
incarcerated in the little 
unspeakable prison between 
birth and death, to which 
children who are stillborn but 
living, that is starving, are 
sent; and with no one caring, 
save the lame woman with 
the face of a totem, who sits 
beside her on the bag in the 
dirt. 

“Her eyes are pussed and 
slack; she smiles up-is that 
really a smile? It is difficult 
to tell with her, for she looks 
so fine with her flaxen hair 
on a tiny forehead of black; 
she looks even fat, but her 
legs are to the bone, like a 
puppet’s; and those damn 
flies are so loyal, resting and 
vibrating and never leaving, as 
is their right in a rubbish 
dump by a sewer stream, 
where she lives.” 

The Aborigines are 
descendants of the fust 
Australians, the oldest known 
people on earth.

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Producers of eligible 1969 
crop wheat will get $1.52 per 
bushel soon after July 17, 14 
cents more than the 1968 
crop certificate value, Mr. 
Monks, Chairman, 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said 
this week. 

The Chairman said 
payments in Wayne County 
will be made to producers on 
about 100 farms. 

Certificate value is based 
on the difference between 
July 1, 1969 wheat parity 
price of $2.77 per bushel and 
the 1969-crop national loan 
rate of $1.25 per bushel, he 
explained. Certificate 
payments add substantially to 
the income farmers receive 
from marketing their 1969 
wheat crop. 

Chairman Monks related 
that payments nationally will 
total about $800 million to 
approximately 980,000 
farmers. He said the $800 
million in certificate 
payments, when related to 
the total production on 45 
million acres of allotment on 
participating farms reflects a 
national average income of 62 
cents on each bushel 
produced by cooperatois, as 
compared to 55 cents on 
eligible 1968 crop wheat. 

He further explained that 
an individual farmer 
participating in the wheat 
program can determine his 
total production to get an 
average per bushel payment. 
By adding this to the price 
they receive in the market, 
participants in the progrram 
find their total return per 
bushel. 

Monks said milleis and 
others purchase wheat 
marketing certificates at 75 
cents per bushel to cover the 
quantities of wheat processed 
for domestic food use. The 
remainder of the certificate 
payment is made up by the 
Government.

Detroit to Host 300 of Best Bicycle Racers 


Excitement is mounting as 
Detroit prepares to host 300 
of the nation’s best bicycle 
racers from some 30 states 
who will converge on the city 
next week to complete in the 
National Bicycling 
Championships. Not since 
1940 has Detroit been host. 

The track events will take 
place on a brand new l%5th 
mile concrete track with 10ft. 
bankings on each turn and 
located at Dorais Fired, 
Mound Road and Outer 
Drive. Michigan Bicycling 
Federation has been planning 
and w orking toward 
construction of this facility 
ever since they were awarded 
the National Championships 
iast fall. 

The Road Championship 
races will be run from Detroit 
to Lansing and return, 
starting at 8 Mile Road and 
Grand River. Covering 125 
miles the seniors are expected 
to cover the distance in 


approximately 5 hours. 

To be eligible to ride in the 
Nationals these riders first 
had to qualify in State 
Championships. There are 5 
different divisions: Seniors 18 
& over, Juniors 15-17, 
Womens 15 & over; 
Sub-juniors are: Intermediate 
boys & girls 12-14 and Midget 
boys & girls 8-11. 

There will be many events 
in all classes, including time 
trials (racing against clock), 
match sprints (man against 
man) and massed start races 
with as many as 20 riders on 
the track at the same time. 
Riding inches apart they will 
attain speeds exceeding 40 
m.p.h. in short bursts. It is a 
known fact that bicycle 
racing is the fastest sport in 
the world using your own 
power. 

On the track the riders will 
be using bikes weighing 18 
lbs., fixed single gear, no 
brakes and light tires inflated 


to over 100 lbs. pressure. 

The featured road 
championship will be the 125 
mile race for seniors. The 
Juniors, Women and 
Intermediate boys will ride 
varying shorter distances. 
Road bicycles weigh slightly 
more than the track bikes, 
however, they will be 
equipped with multiple gears 
5-10 and even 15 speeds, also 
hand brakes. 

The riders have a plastic 
water bottle clipped to their 
bicycle and carry' fruit in 
special pockets in their 
jerseys to help sustain them on 
long races.

As in all races sanctioned 
by the Amateur Bicycle 
League of America riders will 
wear a safety helmet, black 
short tights with a chamois 
seat and jerseys in club 
colors. They will also wear 
special bicycling shoes with 
cleats on the sole and gloves 
to brush off their tires as they 
ride. 

The track races will start 
Thursday, July 31st, with the 
opening ceremonies 
scheduled for 5:30 P.M. 
featuring the “Parade of 
States”, to be followed 
immediately by the racing 
events.

To Liver 

New York WMNS) - You 
don’t have to ie an alcoholic 
to damage yojr health by 
drinking. You can do it by 
tippling a fe* martinis at 
lunch, downing a couple on 
the commuter special home 
after a trying day at the 
office, then haviig an aperitif 
before dinner, aid ending the 
day with a nightcp. 

A Health Insurance 
Institute report o’ a medical 
study shows that alcohol is 
poisonous to the liver and 
can, over a perioc of time, 
cause “lethal liver damage.” 

In the study, a group of 
volunteers drank uhat was 
considered a typical 
executive’s intake The 
equivalent of seven oinces of 
86-proof whiskey fcr four 
days, then 1 1 ounces ’or two 
days, and finally 14 )unces 
for two to three days. This 
group, it was found, shewed a 
five-to*13 fold increase in its 
liver fat level. Althougi fat 
level increased and cell 
damage were reversible after a 
few days or weeks of 
abstinence, one 
physician-researcher 
emphasized that “steady 
damage over a long period 
may be irreversible.” 

He warned that social 
drinkers may look and feel 
well, never get drunk, yet 
harm themselves seriously in 
the long run.

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U-D Musicals Provide Much Summer Fun

The University of Detroit Theater, currently 
offering a summer repetoire of musicals, is treating 
the public to more fun than has been seen on campus 
in years. Under Dominic Mi&simi’s inventive staging, 
it’s been a long time since the Titans have offered 
anything so thoroughly professional. 

“Little Mary Sunshine” is a delightful musical 
spoof of the Friml and Leharand Romberg musicals. 
The danger with spoofs is that if you overdo it (like 

Curley McDimple’’) the whole thing becomes 
absurd. If you underplay it, (like “The Boy Friend”) 
it isn’t much better than what you’re satirizing. Few 
shows have walked that difficult tightrope as well as 
“Little Mary.” 

All the old stock elements are there. The forest 
rangers are after the renegade Indians. Mary has a 
mortgage on her inn. There’s even a Viennese opera 
singer floating about. The score is equally devastating, 
with such numbers as “Colorado Love Call” close to 
being minor classics. 

Missimi has extracted more spirit from his 
company than even the off-Broadway company did. 
He can generate an outburst of laughter with a single 
bit of phrasing or a pause. His inventiveness includes a 
blatant blue spotlight illustrating a number, dancing 
flowers and other bits of hokum so nonsensical they 
captivate completely. 

The company is also better than average with 
notable performances by Liz Szczygielski in the title 
role and by Kenneth Wilson as the ranger captain.

WAYNE STATE UNIVERSITY is also offering a 
summer of repertory, it’s first. The Hilberry Classic 
Theatre has revived Feydeau’s “A Flea in Her Ear,” 
their delightful French farce staged so successfully 
this spring at the American College Theatre Festival 
in Washington. 

The plots, as with most such comedies, defy 
description. A wife, seeking to test her husband’s 
faithfulness, propositions him by letter to meet a 
secret admirer at a notorious hotel. Everyone and his 
cousin turns up at the hotel for almost infinite 
convolutions of mistaken identity and assorted 
confusion, many of them arising from the fact that 
the hotel porter is a dead ringer for the husband. 

Richard Spear keeps things going at a furious pace, 
a necessary prerequisite to keeping the audience from 
thinking too much about the plot. The result is a 
breathlessly mad evening in and out of hotel rooms, 
under beds and through secret escape hatches, using 
every device from a lost silver palate for a nephew 
with a cleft palate who talks with a mouth full of 
mush to a stock Englishman who is practically in a 
frenzy of readyness, but who has been stood up 
consistantly. 


The company is able, but Jeffrey Tambor, in the 
dual roles of the husband and porter, is what makes 
the whole thing go. Tambor, whose work for years 
has been the best in the company, scores heavily in a 
difficult part, as he has done since he first created the 
role. 


“MACKENNA’S GOLD,” Algiers Drive-In, other 
neighborhoods, assumes that flooding the screen with 
stars is sufficient to rectify all ills. Operating on that 
premise, it offers Gregory Peck, Omar Sharif, Telly 
Savalas and, if that isn’t enough, cameo appearances 
by Edward G. Robinson, Lee J. Cobb, Eli Wallach 
and others. 


The tedious and repititious plot concerns the hunt 
for a fabulously rich legendary valley of gold by 
scoundrels of all shapes and sizes from a sadistic 
outlaw to a renegade army sergeant who murders two 
of his men to join in the hunt. The prospectors are 
dodging army cavalry and Indians both, first one and 
then the other and then the first again. The cameo 
stars get mowed down early, the rest of the 
bloodshed is spaced out. “Mackenna” offers about 30 
minutes of plot liberally padded with assorted 
mayhem. 


To specify the accused by name: Perk is the hero 
(more or less), the only one who knows the way to 
the mine; Sharif is the outlaw and Savalas is the army 
sergeant. Those not mentioned in this -review are 
equally guilty - allowing them the escape of 
anonymity is not proof of innocence.

Astronauts Trained 
At Earth Crater 


Apollo 11 astronauts, who 
landed on and, for a short 
time, explored the moon’s 
surface, received some of 
their lunar landing training in 
a depression on the earth 
caused by another 
extra-terrestial body, a 
meteorite. 

Part of their pre-mission 
geological training for lunar 
activities was practiced in the 
awesome 570-foot deep, 


4,150- foot wide meteor 
crater near Winslow, Ariz. 

The Winslow crater is 
described as remarkably 
similar, in many respects, to 
moon craters. 

The geology of the 
“lurain” (lunar terrain) was 
expected to be a little 
different than that which has 
been experienced in the 
Arizona crater.

4-H Congress in November 


Rotary Plans Barbeque 


23,000-member American 
Trial Lawyers Association, 
the nation’s largest trial bar 
association, lies in utilizing 
the present power of 
American courts and juries to 
bring about necessary changes 
that will benefit the public. 

“The American court 
system has been established 
to dispense justice,” 
Richardson said. “The 
prudent use of effective civil 
litigation to pinpoint the 
damaging results of 
negligence and the national 
lack of concern for the 
ordinary person is the lethal 
weapon that will make the 
law meaningful for millions 
of Americans in the streets, 
factories, homes, offices, and 
marketplaces,” he added. 

More than 150 lecturers 
and teachers, including law 
professors, doctors, 
educators, military and 
aviation specialists, biologists, 
and legal research and trial 
experts, will be featured in an 
in-depth program at the 
seven-day convention. 

Leading the impressive 
array of specialists in law, 
environmental sciences, 
medicine, and safety, are U.S. 
Senator Philip A. Hart 
(D-Mich), chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Anti-Trust 
and Monopoly; Congressman 
Claude Pepper, chairman of 
the Select House Committee 
on Crime; Ralph Nader, the 
nation’s foremost 
consumer-advocate; Arnold 
Elkind, of New York, 
chairman of the powerful 
National Commission on 
Product Safety; Dean Arthur 
Larson, of the University of 
North Carolina, the nation's 
leading authority on the 
industrial workman; and Dr. 
Cyril H. Wecht, of Pittsburgh, 
an acknowledged leader in 
the field of forensic medicine. 

Environmental specialists 
at the Convention will be led 
by Prof. Charles F. Wurster, 
of New York State 
University; Dr. Clarence C. 
Gordon, of the University of 
Montana; Prof. James N. 
Corbridge, Jr., of the New 
York. 

The seven -day teaching 
program will specifically 
cover: medical malpractice 
and the latest trends in the 
medico-legal field; why 
products fail; newly-expand- 
ing areas of trial practice, 
including such fields as 
securities, anti-trust, probate 
and other estate actions, 
arbitration techniques, and 
urban law developments. 

Also, newest legal 
interpretations in criminal 
defense and prosecution; how 
jurors react to trial 
presentations; in-depth 
develop ment of the 
specialities of the trial bar, 
including workmen’s 
compensation, admiralty, 
railroad, and aviation law; 
and the use of scientific 
testimony in environmental 
health actions. 

Serving as overall chairman 
of the Convention is Kenneth 
N. Krlpke, assisted by Jack 
Levine, both of Denver. Paul 
D. Rheingold, of New York 
City, ir program chairman, 
assisted by Daniel Karlin, of 
Chicago, 111. 

Summing up the purpose 
of this year’s convention 
program, ATL President 
Richardson said: “The trial 
lawyer today stands at an 
important crossroads. The 
demand for his services is 
greater now than ever before 
in our history, a direct 
outgrowth of the so-called 
average American’s need for 
greater protection of his legal 
rights.” 

“The American public,” 
Richardson noted, “is 
demanding more and more 
legal services in the face of 
exploding crime rates, violent 
dissent, shoddy and 
dangerous products, polluted 
air and waterways, 
Incompetent professional 
services, financial 
manipulation, and the social 
awakening of millions of the 
nation’s poor.” 


Six 4-H equstrians this year 
will be riding their horses 
right up to the threshold of 
higher education.

The program was made 
possible by the Extension 
Service and Merck & Co., Inc. 
First offered in 1966, 
guidelines were established by 
the Extension Service and 


financial support came from 
Merck, which provides funds 
for national, state and county 
awards. 

To earn an award, the 
4-H’ers fulfill certain 
requirements. They must 
have “horse sense” and know 
about “horse science.” In 
their work with horses they 
learn the importance of 
balanced rations, health and 
sanitation. They are taught to 
ride properly, train and show 
their horses. 

Preparations are underway 
now to stage 4-H Horse 
shows. In the show ring the 
youngsters demonstrate 
horsemanship before the 
discerning eyes of the judges. 
They also learn to be pretty 
good judges of horseflesh 
themselves. 

In addition to the top state 
and national awards, county 
medals of honor will be 
presented again this year. 
Based on 1968 nationwide 
figures, an estimated 8,000 
horse club members may eam 
a medal. 

Boys and girls between 9 
and 19 years old interested in 
joining a 4-H Horse Club can 
get the details from the 
County Extension office. 


Adults experienced in 
horsemanship are invited to 
participate as club leaders.

Loopholes in the federal 
income tax laws allowed 
1,100 rich people to exclude 
half .their S658 million In 
Income from taxation, 
according to a U.S. Treasury’ 
Department study cited by 
the National Committee on 
Tax Justice. 

The study involved 1,100 
tax returns for 1964 of 
persons with adjusted gross 
incomes of $200,000 or 
more. By using tax loopholes 
the rich people whose returns 
were studied were able to cut 
their taxes. 

This was made possible by 


the tax shelters available 
under present law to the 
wealthy. These loopholes are: 
1) the capital gains preference 
which allows an exclusion of 
50 per cent of one’s capital 
gains income and limits the 
tax to 25 per cent of the 
total; 2) the oil and mineral 
depletion allowance; 3) 
exploitation of fann losses by 
persons In high income 
brackets; 4) unlimited 
charitable deductions. 

The preferential treatment 
of capital gains was the 
largest tax shelter available. 
Capital gains constituted 55 
per cent of the income 
received. 


Low Cost Lures Many to 
Buy Mobile Homes 


MOBILE HOMES — the 
kind fixed on concrete bases, 
not trailers or campers-are 
really spurting in sales, 
according to Wall Street 
Investors. 

Growth and profits, 
spurred by the population 
explosion, tight money and 
American transciency, are the 
reasons. 

Through April, 
conventional housing starts 
were down eight percent; 
factory shipments of mobile 
homes were up 33 percent 
and retail sales up 49 percent. 
Last year sales of mobile 
homes totaled $2-billion. 

The projection for this 
year is $3-bllUon. And it's not 
a new fad. The mobile home 
Industry has been setting sales 
and production records for 
25 consecutive months. 

Robert Wallace, 
vice-president of Universal 
C.I.T. Credit Corp., put his 
fingers on the basic reasons 
Americans, especially 
newlyweds and oldsters, are 
buying mobile homes. 

“We finance them through 
dealers, just as an automobile 
is financed, and there is no 
tight money problem," 


Wallace said. The buyer of a 
mobile home also avoids 
extra costs Involved in 
conventional homes such as 
layers’ fee, title search and 
other closing costs. And 
unlike months of delay in 
settling a conventional home 
purchase, the mobile home 
buyer sometimes is processed 
the same day. 

Increasing real estate taxes 
are added reasons for the 
surge to mobile homes, he 
explained. 

Also, avoiding 
maintenance costs such as 
painting and repairs, as well 
as upkeep of grounds and 
landscaping have added to the 
mobile home lure. 

A conventional home 
buyer usually has to furnish 
his home from top to bottom 
while a mobile home owner 
just brings his toothbrush and 
moves right in. Included in the 
new style smaller homes are 
furniture, stove, refrigerator, 
wall-to-wall carpeting and 
even draperies. 

All of this is not only 
appealing, but economical as 
well, especially to 
honeymooners starting off on 
modest budgets, or to 
oldsters who are retiring and 
want to keep things simple.

Ukrainian Nationalists 
Celebrate 40th Anniversary 


D ETR O IT--The 40th 
anniversary of the 
Organization of the Ukrainian 
Nationlists (OUN) will be 
celebrated in Detroit with a 
three-day program starting 
Friday, Aug. 1, and 
continuing through Sunday, 
Aug. 3. 

Some 3,000 participants 
will come here from the 
United States, Canada and 
Europe for the almost 
unprecedented celebration in 
the annals of people striving 
for freedom. 

About 1,000 of the visitors 
will attend a banquet at the 
Sheraton-Caddillac Hotel on 
Saturday night, Aug. 2, 
starting at 6:30. 

Mr. Oleh Sztul, national 
president of OUN will come 
here from Paris and James K. 
Anderson, former 
Cosmopolitan Editor of the 
Detroit News and now editor 
of V.F.W. Magazine, will 
come here from Kansas City 


to be principal speakers at the 
banquet. 

Many of the notables, 

1 nc ludlng Dr. Denys 
Kwitkowsky, will participate 
In a press conference at the 
Sheraton-Caddillac at 10 a.m. 
Friday, Aug. 1. 

A delegation of some 300 
or more will come here from 
Canada. The largest 
delegation, including dancers, 
will come from Sudbury, 
Ont., with another group of 
50 representing Winnipeg. 

Co-spo nsoring the 
three-day program is the 
Organization for the Rebirth 
of Ukraine (ODWU) of the 
United States and the 
Ukrainian Nati ona) 
Federation of Canada. 

Basically, the background 
of the OUN is that it has 
carried on for 40 years an 
underground campaign in the 
Soviet Union. In the past two 
years they have been 
smuggling out of Soviet 
prison camps letters and 


various documents detailing 
the plight of the prisoners 
and protesting against the 
destruction of human rights 
in the Soviet Union. 

Since its Inception, the 
OUN has politically revived 
the thousand year old 
Ukrainian history with Its 
traditions and cultural 
heritage to make Ukrainian 
nationals everywhere 
conscious of their national 
identity. 

During World War II, the 
OUN organized an 
underground army which 
fought the Nazis and the 
Communists. 


DETROIT, -The first 
survey of Detroit 
manufacturing firms to 
determine present attitudes 
and future expansion or 
relocation plans was kicked 
off today by the Greater 
Detroit Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Announcement of the 
s u r vey of some 200 
manufacturing firms with 
employment ranging from 
100 to 1,000 was made by 
Eldon K. Andrews, president 
of the H.M. Seldon Co. 

Andrews, who Is a member 
of the City Plan Commission, 
is chairman of the Detroit 
Chamber’s new Industrial 
Retention and Expansion 
Committee, which was 
formed earlier this year to 
study and recommend 
methods to provide Detroit 
manufacturers with reasons 
for remaining In the city and 
to expand within the city as 
volume increases. 

“The survey has two major 
objectives: to gain a frank 
and accurate census of 
Detroit as its general business 
environment affects 
manufacturers: and to 
discover individual company 
problems as they relate to 
future plans which might lead 
to expansion or relocation 
outside of the city. The 
second point is very 
significant, because in recent 
months the community has 
learned about businesses 
planning to leave the city, 
only after the decision was 
made and the opportunity to 
reverse the decision was 
virtually non-existent. The 
survey should provide the 
information necessary for 
solving those problems that 
lead industry to leave the city 
for other areas, either 
suburban or out of state.’’ 

“We want to explore ways 
to assist industry in 
maintaining a profitable 
operation within the city. 


A team of 35 volunteer 
businessmen will conduct 
personal interviews with top 
executives of the 
manufacturing firms using a 
confidential survey form 
which includes sections 
dealing with: business 
climate; labor supply and 
costs; attitudes toward local 
government and taxes; 
transportation; building costs 
and codes. The survey Is 
expected to be completed by 
early October. 

Individual answer In the 
survey will be confidential. 
However, the total results of 
the survey are expected to be 
made public. 

"While the number of 


companies to be surveyed Is 
not large in relation to all 
manufacturers in Detroit, 
companies employing 
between 100 to 1,000 
represent between 75 to 80 
per cent of total Detroit- 
manufacturing employment," 
Andrews said. 

Vice chairman of the 
Industrial Retention and 
Expansion Committee is 
Thomas L. Djak, manager of 
Industrial Development, 
C&O-B&O Railway Co. 
George D. Mofett, Jr. manager 
of the Chamber’s Industrial, 
Development Department is 
the staff coordinator for the 
survey and secretary of the 
committee.

Hot Weather 
May Cool Economy 


“As the weather gets 
hotter, the economy could 
get cooler,” says Dr. George 
Dike, Michigan State 
University agricultural 
economist. Consumers may 
become more careful with 
their food dollars, and high 
price tags on meat might 
come down. Dr. Dike offers 
the following market outlook 
for Michigan-raised 
agricultural commodities: 

MILK-New Class I price 
levels have been announced 
to become effective August 1. 
The new price will be $6.62 
per hundredweight in the 
Detroit area. This is 17 cents 
per cwt. higher than the 
previous in other markets 
throughout the state. 

CATTLE-With a booming 
economy, and the kind of 
demand seen in June, high 
prices for Choice slaughter 
steers could again reach $35 
to $36 in Chicago in the last 
half of 1969. But a more 
conservative estimate is 
warranted, however, because 
demand in June, 1969, was 
higher than usual. While 
Choice slaughter steers will 
continue to be high priced for 
the remainder of this year, 
they will probably stay 
somewhat above $32 in 
Chicago. 

HOGS -The rise in demand 
which we have been 
witnessing will probably 
continue into August and 
September helping to 
maintain prices at Chicago 
around $23 to $24 for 2s and 
3s. The late spring crop is 
estimated to be 7 percent less 
than a year earlier. Hog prices 
could actually be very steady 
from August to January 
1970. 

EGGS--Prices paid by 
wholesale distributors in late 
June for Grade A large white 
eggs averaged about 35.5 
cents in Detroit. This was 
about one cent over the price 
paid the first half of June. 

From July to September, 
U.S. farm egg prices are 
expected to average about 34 
cents, 2.5 cents below the 
same months of the previous 


year. Egg-type chick hatch 
during the last half of 1969 
will likely be 5 to 7 percent 
above the same period in 

1968. For the remainder of 

1969, egg production is 
expected to exceed a year 
earlier. 

BRO I LE RS-- Wholesale 
broiler prices in nine major 
cities are expected to average 
about 29 cents in the third 
quarter 1969-about 1/2 cent 
above July to September 

1968. During the last half of 

1969, marketings will likely 
average 7 to 8 percent above 
the same period in 1968. 

Increases in consumer 
incomes are expected to slow 
this year, and if expected 
increases in red meat and 
broiler supplies materialize, 
broiler prices will be under 
pressure the rest of 1969. 

TURKEYS- Wholesale 
turkey prices in the major 
marketing period of 
September through December 
are likely to average 22 to 23 
cents, compared to 20.7 cents 
for the same period last year. 

CHERRIES AND 
APPLES- -The USDA 
estimates the 1969 tart 
cherry crop in Michigan will 
be 110,000 tons compared to 
100,000 tons in 1968. Crop 


estimates for the five Great 
Lake states, which account 
for the bulk of U.S. tart 
cherry production, are up 8 
percent from the relatively 
small production last year. 

The American Agricultural 
Marketing Association's Tart 
Cherry Division has asked 
12.5 cents per pound for the 
1969 crop, which is down 
from the 15 cent price 
received by grower* a year 
ago. 

The 1969 state apple crop 
is being “guesstimated” at 14 
million bushels. The National 
Apple Institute 
“guesstimates” total U.S. 
production will be 154 
million bushels in 1969. 
These crop estimates can be 
compared to a relatively small 
1968 apple production of 12 
million bushels in Michigan 
and 119 million bushels in 
the U.S. 

FIELD CROPS* The 
outlook for the rest of 1969 
points to larger supplies of 
most field crops, including 
those grown in Michigan. Net 
returns to farmers from crop 
production will be under 
pressure from rising costs as 
well as large supplies and 
their effect on the market.

Eastern Standard Time. 

PRESENT. Trustees Stoelton. Maton. Birk. Domcik. and Payne. 
ABSENT: Trustees Hogan and Hink. 

The following preamble and resolution were offered by Trustee 
Maton and supported by Trustee Domcik: 

WHEREAS, there exists an imperative need to acquire in the 
Township of Van Buren. as a part of the Wayne County 
Metropolitan Water Supply System, water extensions and 
improvements as hereinafter in the contract more particularly set 
forth; and 

WHEREAS, preliminary plans and estimate of cost of said 
improvements have been prepared by Morris Levine and Associates, 
consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan, which said preliminary 
plans and estimate of cost have been reviewed by the Board; and 
WHEREAS, this Board has determined that it is necessary for the 
public health to acquire said water extensions and improvements in 
accordance with said preliminary plans end estimate of cost; and 
WHEREAS. Sections 5a. 5b and 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1939, as amended, authorizes the execution of contracts 
between municipal units and the proper county agency providing 
for the acquisition, construction and financing of water 
improvements; and 

' WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, acting by and through its 
Board of Supervisors, and in accordance with Act 342, Public Acts 
of Michigan. 1939, as amended, by resolution adopted by majority 
vote of its Board of Supervisors on October 9, 1939, authorized and 
directed that there be established a system of water improvements 
and services to be known as the Wayne County Metropolitan Water 
Supply System, and did designate the Board of County Road 
Commissioners of the County of Wayne, as the agency for the 
County, to acquire, operate, maintain and improve the System with 
all the powers and duties conferred upon such agency by statute, 
and 

WHEREAS, this Board determines it to be in the best interest of 
the Township to acquire said water extensions and improvements 
and to finance the cost thereof in accordance with the provisions of 
Sections 5a. 5b and 5c of Acts 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, 
as amended; and 

WHEREAS, a contract between the Township of Van Buren and 
the Board of County Road Commissioners of the County of Wayne, 
providing for the acquisition, construction and financing of said 
water extensions and improvements, and such matters as are deemed 
necessary thereto, has been prepared; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT 

1. The Township Board of the Township of Van Buren hereby 
determines it to be necessary for the public health and safety to 
acquire the water extensions and improvements set forth in the 
contract herein included as a part of this resolution. 

2. This Board deems it to be in the best interest of the Township 
to finance the cost of such improvements In accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 5a ( 5b and 5c of Act 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan. 1939. as amended. 

3. The Township Board hereby approves the preliminary plans 
end estimate of cost of said improvements prepared by Morris 
Levine and Associates, consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan. 

4. The Township Board does hereby approve the following 

contract for the acquisition, construction and financing of water 
extensions and improvements: , 

CONTRACT 1 

THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this 22nd day of July, 
A.D.. 1969, by and between the BOARD OF COUNTY ROAD 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF WAYNE. Michigan, a 
public body corporate, acting for and on behalf of the County of 
Wayne, Michigan, party of the first part, hereinafter referred to as 
the "BOARD," and the TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Wayne, State of Michigan, hereinafter 
referred to as the TOWNSHIP." 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne. Michigan, by resolution of its 
Board of Supervisors duly adopted on October 9, 1939, adopted the 
provisions of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, 
and pursuant to said resolution and to a prior resolution adopted on 
October 18, 1938. the BOARD, as the duly designated agency of 
the County, has constructed an extensive system of water 
distribution mains, extensions, storage tanks and other distribution 
equipment and facilities in connection therewith, through which it 
has been receiving water purchased by contract from the Water 
Supply System of the City of Detroit, transporting it througtrsaid 
mains and lines, and selling it to various cities, villages and 
townships in the County of Wayne, pursuant to contracts with said 
governmental units; said water distribution mains and facilities being 
designated as the Wayne County Metropolitan Water Supply System 
(hereinafter, for brevity, referred to as the "County System"); and 
WHEREAS, the BOARD and the City of Detroit, by its Board of 
Water Commissioners, have under date of August 3. 1959, entered 
into a contract and agreement whereby in the interests of unified 
management and operation of all water supply and distribution 
facilities in the Detroit Metropolitan Area, the management and 
operation of the County System has been taken over by the Board 
of Water Commissioners of the City of Detroit, the BOARD, 
however, retaining jurisdiction over the County System for the 
purpose of financing necessary improvements and extensions 
thereto under the provisions of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1939, as amended. That said contract and agreement was duly 
approved by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Wayne and 
the Common CouncjJ of the City of Detroit. The water through the 
supply mains of the County System is now supplied through 
contract by user municipalities directly with the City of Detroit, by 
its Board of Water Commissioners, rather than by contract with the 
BOARD as was formerly the case, although title to the County 
System remains with the BOARD, as the agency of the County; and 
WHEREAS, the TOWNSHIP and the City of Detroit, by its 
Board of Water Commissioners, have on November 18, 1962. as 
amended, entered into a contract for the supplying of water from 
the Water Supply System of the City of Detroit to the TOWNSHIP 
through the mains and facilities of the County System, which 
contract assures an adequate supply of water for a period of not less 
than forty (40) years from the date thereof; and 

WHEREAS, Sections 5a. 5b and 5c of Act 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1939, as amended, provide an additional and alternative 
method of financing water improvements authorized by said Act 
independent of other means provided in said Act. by the terms of 
which the BOARD and the TOWNSHIP are authorized to contract 
for the acquisition, construction and financing of necessary water 
improvements as authorized by said Act, and the County, pursuant 
to appropriate action by its Board of Supervisors, is then authorized 
to issue bonds to provide funds therefor, secured primarily by the 
contractual pledge of the full faith, and credit of the TOWNSHIP 
and secondarily by the full faith and credit pledge of the COUNTY, 
if authorized by resolution of its Board of Supervisors; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the authorization provided in said Act 
342 and the above referred to resolutions, the County of Wayne, 
through the BOARD as its duly designated agency, and pursuant to 
contract with the TOWNSHIP has heretofore constructed certain 
improvements and additions to the County System located in the 
TOWNSHIP, which improvements were and are vitally necessary to 
preserve and protect the public health, and which said 
improvements and additions were financed by the issuance of three 
series of bonds, designated, respectively, "Wayne County 
Metropolitan Water Supply System Bonds (Van Buran Township 
Section). Series I," dated as of June 1, 1962, in the aggregate 
principal amount of $750,000.00; "Wayne County Metropolitan 
Water Supply System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section), Series 
II," dated June 1, 1962, in the aggregate principal amount of 
$1,000,000.00; and “Wayne County Metropolitan Water Supply 
System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section), Series III," dated 
January 1. 1968. in the aggregate principal amount of $875,000.00, 
which said bonds were secured and payable primarily out of 
contract payments pledged by the TOWNSHIP, and secondarily by 
appropriate guaranties of the County of Wayne, all as authorized by 
the provisions of said Act 342. and 

WHEREAS, to preserve and protect the public health, safety and 
welfare of the present and future residents of the TOWNSHIP, 
which in turn will be fore the benefit of the general health, safety 
and welfare of the entire County of Wayne, there exists an 
imperative and urgent need for additional water distribution mams 
and appurtenances in the TOWNSHIP to make available to its 
citizens and residents and adequate supply of filtered water, which 
aid additional water distribution mains are generally described and 
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located as set forth in Exhibit A attached to this contract and made 
a part hereof; and 

WHEREAS, a blueprint plan showing in detail said water 
improvements is on file in the offices of the BOARD; and 

WHEREAS, the BOARD has caused plans, specifications and 
estimates of cost of said proposed additional water distribution 
mains and facilities to be prepared by Morris Levine & Associates, 
consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan (hereinafter in this 
contract referred to as the "consulting engineers"), which estimates 
of cost, including contingencies, engineering, legal and financing 
expenses, is in the sum of One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars 
(which said estimate of cost is hereinafter referred to in this 
contract as "estimated cost"); and 

WHEREAS, the execution of this contract has been authorized 
by resolution of the Township Board of the TOWNSHIP adopted on 
July 22, 1969. which said resolution has been published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the TOWNSHIP, and more than 
thirty (30) days have elapsed since such publication and no petition 
for referendum concerning said resolution or this contract has been 
filed with the Township Clerk of said TOWNSHIP; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the 
covenants of each other, the parties hereto agree as follows: 

1. -The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP hereby approve and 
confirm the additional water distribution mains and appurtenances 
to be acquired and constructed as set forth in Exhibit A of this 
contract, and agree that the same shall be acquired and constructed 
in the manner provided by and pursuant to this contract. The 
BOARD and the TOWNSHIP further hereby approve and confirm 
the preliminary plans for said additional water distribution mains 
and appurtenances prepared by the consulting engineers and the 
estimated cost as set forth in the preamble hereto. The acquisition 
and construction of such additional water distribution mains and 
appurtenances herein approved are hereinafter in this contract 
referred to as PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

2. The PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and the estimated cost 
thereof in the sum of $1,000,000.00, as set forth in the preamble to 
this contract, include all surveys, plans, specifications, acquisition of 
property for rights-of-way, including consequential and abuttal 
damages, if any, and interest on awards, physical construction 
necessary to acquire and construct the water improvements 
approved and confirmed in Section 1 of this contract, the 
acquisition of all materials necessary to acquire and construct said 
water improvements, and engineering, supervision, administrative, 
legal and financing expenses necessary in connection with the 
acquisition and construction of said water improvements and the 
financing thereof. 

3. The TOWNSHIP shall acquire all necessary property for 
rights-of-way for the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, and consents 
and agrees to the use of any of its land and public property for such 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

4. The BOARD will acquire and construct the additional water 
distribution mains and appurtenances approved and confirmed in 
Section 1 of this contract and for that purpose will take bids for the 
acquisition and construction of such improvements prior to the time 
that any bonds are issued for the purpose of financing the cost of 
said improvements. The BOARD shall In no event enter into any 
final contract or contracts for the construction and acquisition of 
said improvements where such contract price or prices will be such 
as to cause the actual total cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED to exceed the estimated cost, as set forth in the 
preamble to this contract, unless the TOWNSHIP, by resolution of 
its Township Board, approves such increased total cost and agrees to 
pay the excess over the estimated cost, either in cash, or by 
specifically authorizing the maximum principal amount of bonds to 
be issued as provided in Sections 6 and 7 of this contract, to be 
increased to an amount which will provide sufficient funds to meet 
said increased total cost, and a similar increase in the installment 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP pledged under the terms of this 
contract to the payment of such bonds. The additional water 
improvements shall be acquired and constructed by the BOARD in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor based on 
preliminary plans approved by this contract: Provided, However, 
that minor variations from said plans and specifications may be 
made without the approval of the TOWNSHIP if such variations 
shall not materially affect said plans and specifications. All matters 
relating to engineering plans and specifications, together with the 
making and letting of final constructioh contracts, as well as 
inspection, construction supervision and approval of work and 
materials for the water improvements specified in Exhibit A of this 
contract shall be in the exclusive control of the BOARD. 

5. Upon completion of the additional water improvements 
specified In Exhibit A of this contract, the TOWNSHIP shall operate 
and maintain said improvements for and on behalf of the BOARD, 
at its sole expense. The TOWNSHIP shall be obligated to continue 
to pay for all water furnished pursuant to the provisions of the 
water supply contract with the City of Detroit referred to in the 
preamble thereof. The TOWNSHIP shall have all the rights specified 
In either Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, or 
Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended, or any other 
applicable law, relative to making charges or rates to users of said 
additional water improvements. 

6. To carry out and accomplish the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED. In accordance with the provisions of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, the BOARD shall take the 
following steps: 

(a) The BOARD shall immediately take all steps necessary to take 
bids for and enter into and execute final construction contracts 
for the acquisition and construction of the additional water 
improvements specified in Exhibit A of this contract in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor based on the 
preliminary plans as approved by this contract. Si-ld final 
construction contracts shall specify a completion data of the 
additional water improvements. 

(b) The BOARD yvill require and procure from the contractor 
or contractors undertaking the actual construction and acquisition 
of the additional water improvements, necessary and proper 
bonds to guarantee the performance of the construction contract 
or contracts, and such labor and material bonds as may be 
required by law. in such amount and such forms as may be 
approved by the BOARD. 

(c) The BOARD will submit to the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of Wayne, an ordinance or resolution, providing for th»* 
issuance of bonds in the aggregate principal amount of Or e 
Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars (representing the present 
estimated cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED), said bonds 
to mature serially, as authorized by law, and to be issued in 
anticipation of the installment payments to be made by the 
TOWNSHIP as hereinafter provided In this contract, and to be 
secured primarily by the contractual obligation of the TOWNSHIP 
to pay the installments due, plus interest, as hereinafter provided 
in this contract, and secondarily, if approved by a majority of the 
members-elect of the Board of Supervisors, by the full faith and 
credit of the County of Wayne. After due adoption of the bond 
ordinance or resolution, the BOARD will take all legal procedures 
and steps necessary to effectuate the sale and delivery of said 
bonds. 

(d) The BOARD, upon receipt of the proceeds of sale of the 
bonds, will comply with ail provisions and requirements provided 
for in the ordinance or resolution authorizing issuance of the 
bonds and this contract relative to the disposition and use of the 
proceeds of sale of the bonds. 

|7. The cost of the water improvements, referred to in the 
preamble to this contract, and specified in Exhibit A, shall be 
charged to and paid by the TOWNSHIP to the BOARD in the 
manner and at the times herein set forth. The cost thereof 
(presently estimated at One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars) shall 
be paid to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, in thirty-five 
(35) annual principal installments, plus interest and other expenses 
as hereinafter provided. The principal installments shell be as 
specified in Exhibit B (or eny revision thereof made pursuant to 
paragraphs 8 or 9 of this contract) attached to this contract and 
made a part hereof by reference. 

It is understood and agreed that the bonds of the County 
hereinbefore referred to will be issued, in anticipation of the 
payment of the annual installments herein provided, and as set forth 
in Exhibit B, with principal maturities on May 1st of each year, 
commencing with the year 1972, equal to thq principal amount of 
the annual installments due on the preceding April 1st of such year, 
and bearing interest at the rate or rates determined on public sale 
thereof, payable on May 1st end November 1st of each year. 

It is further understood and agreed that the TOWNSHIP shall 
also pay to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, in addition to 
the principal installments as specified in Exhibit B, on April 1st and 
October 1st of each year, as accrued interest on the principal 
installments remaining unpaid, an amount sufficient to pay all 
interests due on the next succeeding interest payment date (May In 
and November 1st, respectively), on said County bonds from time 
to time outstanding. From time to time as the BOARD is billed by 
the paying agent or agents for the County bonds to be issued for 
their services as paying agent, or registering bonds, and as other 


costs and expenses accrue to the BOARD from handling of the 
payments made by the TOWNSHIP, the BOARD shall notify the 
TOWNSHIP of the amount of such paying agency fees and other 
costs and expenses, and the TOWNSHIP shall, within thirty (30) 
days from such notification, remit to the BOARD sufficient funds 
to meet such paying agency fees and other costs and expenses. 

The BOARD shall, within thirty (30) days after the delivery of 
the County bonds hereinbefore referred to, furnished the 
TOWNSHIP with a complete schedule of said installments, and the 
interest thereon due on the dates above set forth, and shall also, at 
least thirty (30) days prior to the due date of any such installment 
of principal and interest, or interest, advise the TOWNSHIP, in 
writing, of the exact amount due on sard date. The failure to give 
such notice shall not, however, excuse the TOWNSHIP from making 
its required payments when due under the provisions hereof. 

If any installment payment as herein provided is not paid when 
due, the amount so not paid shall be subject to a penalty, in 
addition to interest, of one-half of one per cent (Vi of 1%) thereof 
for each month or fraction thereof that the same remains unpaid 
after the due date. 

8. If the proceeds of sale of the original County bonds 
authorized by this contract are for any reason insufficient to 
complete the acquisition and construction of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED in accordance with the plans and specifications 
therefor, the BOARD shall, if necessary, submit to the Board of 
Supervisors of Wayne County a resolution providing for the issuance 
and sale of additional County bonds in an amount necessary to 
provide sufficient funds to complete the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, in which event the duties and obligations of the 
BOARD and the TOWNSHIP as expressed and set forth in this 
contract shall be applicable to such additional issue of bonds as well 
as the original issue, it being at all times fully recognized and agreed 
that the payments to be made by the TOWNSHIP in the manner 
specified in paragraph 7 of this contract shall be based upon the cost 
of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. Any such additional bonds 
shall mature serially on May 1st, and the installment maturing on 
the April 1st preceding said May 1st. as shown by Exhibit B. shall be 
increased by the principal amount of such additional bonds 
maturing on said May 1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this 
contract shall be applicable to said increased amounts. Immediately 
upon the issuance of such additional bonds, the BOARD shall 
furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a document entitled "Revised 
Exhibit B" specifying the new schedule of installments, increased as 
herein authorized, which shall be substituted and taken the place of 
the present Exhibit B and the installment therein specified. 

9. In the event, by reason of favorable construction bids 
received, it is not necessary to issue the County bonds in the full 
amount of $1,000,000.00 based upon the present estimated cost, 
but such bonds are authorized and issued in such lesser principal 
amount as may be necessary to pay the local share of the cost of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, the installment payments of the 
TOWNSHIP as provided in paragraph 7 and Exhibit B of this 
contract shall be reduced proportionately so that the installment 
payment due on April 1st of eech year shall correspond to the 
principal amount of the bonds maturing on the next succeeding May 
1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this contract shall be 
applicable to said reduced installments, the same as though such 
installments were originally in said reduced amounts. In such event 
the BOARD shall furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a new 
"Exhibit B" specifying the new schedule of Installments, reduced as 
herein authorized, which shall be substituted and take the place of 
the present Exhibit B and the installments therein specified. 

It is fully understood and agreed by the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP that the principal amount of the annual installments, as 
specified in Exhibit B and due on April W of each year, shall at all 
times correspond to the principal amount of the bonds due on the 
following May 1st. 

10. The TOWNSHIP, pursuant to the authorization of Section 
5a of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, 
irrevocably pledges its full faith and credit for the prompt and 
timely payment of its obligations expressed in this contract, and, 
except as hereafter provided, shall each year, commencing with the 
year 1970, levy an ad valorem tax on all the taxable property In the 
TOWNSHIP in an amount which, taking into consideration 
estimated delinquencies in tax collections, will be sufficient to pay 
its obligations under this contract becoming due before the time of 
the following year's tax collections. Such annual levies, by virtue of 
the authorization of Section 6, Article IX. of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1963, shall be without limitation as to rate or 
amount, being for the purpose of providing funds to meet the 
contractual obligations of the TOWNSHIP, in anticipation of which 
the County bonds, hereinbefore referred to, are issued. Nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent the TOWNSHIP from 
using any. or any combination of, the means and methods provided 
in Section 5a of said Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as 
now or hereafter amended, for the purpose of providing funds to 
meet its obligations under this contract, and if. at the time of 
making the annual tax levy there shall be other funds on hand 
earmarked and set aside for the payment of the contractual 
obligations due prior to the next tax collection period, then such 
annual tax levy may be reduced by such amount, or if sufficient of 
such funds are so on hand and earmarked to provide for the full 
payment of the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then no tax levy need be made for such year. 

11. The TOWNSHIP may pay in advance any of the payments 
required to be made by this contract, in which event the BOARD 
shall credit the TOWNSHIP with such advance payment on future 
due payments to the extent of such advance payment. 

12. The TOWNSHIP may pay additional moneys over and above 
any of the payments specified in this contract with the written 
request that said additional funds be used to call bonds for 
redemption prior to maturity, in which event the BOARD shall be 
obligated to apply and use said moneys for such purpose. Such 
moneys shall not then be credited as advance payments under the 
provisions of Section 1 1 of this contract. 

13. In the event the TOWNSHIP shall fail for any reason to pay 
the BOARD at the times specified, the amounts required to be 
paid by the provisions of this contract, the BOARD shall 
immediately notify, in writing, both the County Treasurer of the 
County of Wayne and the Township Treasurer of such default and 
the amount thereof, and if such default is not corrected within ten 
(10) days after such notification, the County Treasurer or other 
official charged with disbursement to the TOWNSHIP of funds 
derived from the State sales tax levy under the law, and payable to 
the TOWNSHIP pursuant to Section 10, Article IX, of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1963, is by these presents specifically authorized by 
the TOWNSHIP to withhold funds to the maximum amount 
returnable to the TOWNSHIP, and to pay said sums so withheld to 
the BOARD to apply on the obligations of the TOWNSHIP as herein 
set forth. Any such moneys so withheld and paid shall be considered 
to have been returned to the TOWNSHIP within the meaning of the 
Michigan Constitution of 1963, the purpose of the provision being 
solely to voluntarily authorize the use of said funds owning to the 
TOWNSHIP to meet past due obligations of the TOWNSHIP due 
under the provisions of this contract. In addition to the foregoing, 
the BOARD shall have all other rights and remedies provided by law 
to enforce the obligation of the TOWNSHIP to make its payments 
in the manner and at the times required by this contract. 

14. It is specifically recognized by the TOWNSHIP that the 
payments required to be made by it pursuant to the terms of 
Section 7 of this contract are to be pledged for and used to pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds to be issued by the County, as 
provided by this contract and authorized by law, and the 
TOWNSHIP covenants and agrees that it will make its required 
payments to the BOARD promptly and at the times herein 
specified, without regard to whether the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED is actually completed or placed in operation. 

15. Nothing herein contained shall in any way be construed to 
prevent additional financing under the provisions of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, or any other law, for the 
purpose of constructing all or any portion of additional necessary 
water improvements. 

16. After completion of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and 
payment of all costs thereof, any surplus remaining from the 
proceeds of sale of bonds shall be used by the BOARD for either of 
the following purposes at the option of. and upon request made by 
resolution of. the Township Board of the TOWNSHIP, to wit: (a) 
for additional water improvements in the TOWNSHIP, subject to 
approval of the BOARD, or (b) credited by the BOARD towards the 
next payments due the BOARD by the TOWNSHIP hereunder. 

17. All contracts for connection to the water improvements, 
whether such connections are made during construction or after the 
water improvements are placed in operation, shall be made by the 
TOWNSHIP. The actual costs of such connections shall be paid by 
the TOWNSHIP except to the extent that the costs of such 
connections are included in the cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED. 

18. The obligations and undertakings of each of the parties to 
this contract shall be conditioned on the successful issuance and sale 


of bonds pursuant to Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as 
amended, and, if for any reason whatsoever said bonds are not 
issued and sold within three years from the date of this contract, 
this contract, except for payment of preliminary expenses and 
ownership of engineering data, shall be considered void and of no 
force and effect. In the event that said bonds are not issued and 
sold, all preliminary legal and engineering costs shall be paid by the 
TOWNSHIP, and the TOWNSHIP shall have ownership, possession 
and use of all plans and specifications, surveys and other engineering 
data and materials prepared. 

19. The water improvements acquired and constructed in 
accordance with the provisions of this contract shall be a part of the 
County System. The TOWNSHIP shall at all times maintain the 
water improvements to be acquired and constructed hereunder at its 
own expense for and on behalf of the BOARD. If at any time during 
the term of this contract the TOWNSHIP refuses or neglects to 
properly repair or maintain any of the facilities required to be 
maintained by it hereunder, the BOARD shall in writing order the 
TOWNSHIP to perform all necessary items of repair and 
maintenance, and, in case of non-compliance with such order within 
thirty (30) days, the BOARD may proceed with such work and the 
TOWNSHIP agrees to reimburse the BOARD for any expenses 
incurred thereby. 

20. The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP each recognize that the 
holders from time to time of the bonds issued by the County under 
the provisions of Section 5c of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1939, as amended, to finance the cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, will have contractual rights in this contract and it is. 
therefore, covenanted and agreed by each of them that so long as 
any of said bonds shall remain outstanding and unpaid, the 
provisions of this contract shall not be subject to any alteration or 
revision which would in any manner materially affect either the 
security of the bonds or the prompt payment of principal or interest 
thereon. The TOWNSHIP and the BOARD further covenant and 
agree that they will each comply with their respective duties and 
obligations under the terms of this contract promptly at the times 
and in the manner herein set forth, and will not suffer to be done 
any act which would in any way impair the said bonds, the security 
therefor, or the prompt payment of principal and interest thereon. 
It is hereby declared that the terms of this contract, insofar as they 
pertain to the security of any such bonds, shall be deemed to be for 
the benefit of the holders of said bonds. 

21. This contract shall remain in full force and effect for a 
period of forty (40) years from the date hereof, or until such lesser 
time as the bonds issued by the County are paid in full. At such 
time within said forty-year term as all of said bonds are paid, this 
contract may be altered or changed by consent of the parties hereto 
or may be terminated by such consent. In any event, the obligation 
of the TOWNSHIP to make the payments required by Section 7 of 
this contract shall be terminated at such time as all of said bonds are 
paid in full. 

22. The TOWNSHIP shall defend, indemnify and save harmless 
the BOARD from and against any and all claims of any nature 
whatsoever, including damage to property of the BOARD, or injury 
to or death of employees or agents of the BOARD, arising out of 
the construction, operation end/or maintenance of the PROJECT 
TO BE FINANCED. 

23. This contract shell inure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon the respective parties hereto, their successors and assigns.

When the Consen ition 
Department was renamed The 
Department of Natural 
Resources, a third era opened 
in the management of 
Michigan’s outdoor wealth. 

In the first era, law 
enforcement was the sole 
function of the department, 
which was dominated by 
politics. A second era, in the 
present century, saw the 
beginning of scientific 
research. PA. Lovejoy 
the land-economic survey 
brought forth certain truths: 
that, in general, the cutover 
lands of the northern 
counties were not suitable for 
agriculture; that game and 
fish could not be stockpiled 
simply by establishing closed 
seasons, putting a stop to 
hunting and fishing; that fish 
and wildlife required food 
and shelter; that forest fires 
destroyed essential habitat. 

The third era, under the 
administration of Director 
Ralph A. MacMullon, applies 
the science of ecology to all 
of the problems associated 
with Michigan’s outdoor 
wealth. Pollution control Is of 
vital Importance not only to 
fish, but to humans. Realistic 
management of the deer herd 
Is vital to the economy of 
northern counties. The 
indiscriminate use of 
pesticides Is bad business all 
around, endangering various 
forms of life, from 
angleworms to legislators. 

At every stage, the 
management of natural 
resources runs into obstacles. 
The first efforts to curtail 
forest fires was opposed by 
Michigan’s then No. 1 
industry--lumbering--slnce 
logging locomotives were held 
responsible for fires in the 
cutover country. 

The same kind of 
opposition has always 
presented itself. Laws were 
enacted to protect the last 
nesting grounds of the 
passenger pigeon in the 
northwest section of the 
Lower Peninsula. But the 
pigeons represented a quick 
source of cash income for 
natives of the region so the 
-+aws were Ignored and the 
passenger pigeon was 
exterminated. 


Economic pressures are 
st ill encountered. A 
spokesman for the State 
Water Resources Commission 
says that with only $214 
million in sight for pollution 
abatement nothing can be 
accomplished. Then from 
Washington comes a 
statement to the effect that 
DDT isn’t a health menace 
and the fight against 
pollution might seem to be 
right where it was 20 or 30 
years ago when heads of 
industry asked “What does 
the public want-fish or 
payrolls?” 

Meanwhile we’re told that 
there has been no change in 
pesticide residue levels in 
Lake Michigan since 1965. 
John Carr of the Bureau of 
Commercial Fisheries has 
Informed the Michigan 
Commission of Agriculture 
that examinations of coho 
and other species show that 
no matter when or where 
coho are tested, whether In 
the big lake or running up 
spawning streams, they still 
carry the same percentages of 
DDT. 

Therefore the war goes on 
between civilized man and 
nature. It began with the axe 
and the plow. Pesticides are 
now classed as necessary tools 
for raising food crops. Their 
use is stoutly defended. 

One of the notions that 
prevailed in the first stage of 
wildlife management was that 
if predatory species could be 
extinguished prey species 
would increase to a point of 
enormous abundance. Vast 
amounts of money were paid 
out of bounties, on timber 
wolves, English sparrows, 
woodchucks, hawks and owls. 
Coyotes are still bountied in 
Michigan against the best 
judgement of all wildlife 
biologists.

TB germs are slipping into 
the country. 

U.S. servicemen are 
exposed to TB germs In areas 
of the world where TB is 
widespread. In Vietnam, for 
instance. About one In every 
200 servicemen and U.S. 
personnel in such 
high-incidence areas as 
Vietnam may be picking up 
the germs. 

When 1 nfection Is 
detected, there is little 
trouble-if proper followup 
procedures are taken. Some 
branches of the armed forces 
give tuberculin tests every 
year to tell if their men are 
infected with TB germs. If 
there is evidence of infection, 
the men can take 
pllls-isoniazid-that prevent 
the development of active 
TB. If they already have 
active disease, they are put on 
drug therapy. 

For tuberculous 
infections, follow-up with 
pills Is necessary for some 
time. At present, there is no 
clear way of being sure that 
men--after their discharge 
from the armed forces-are, In 
fact, continuing to take pills. 

If they do not take the pills, 
they can devlop active 
disease. And they can spread 
their germs to others without 
even knowing it.

For 500 years, explorers 
have been trying to sail the 
fabled Northwest Passage 
from Newfoundland across 
the top of the continent to 
Alaska. 

The first to make it 
through the ice-strewn 
corridor was the Norwegian 
Roald Amundsen. His voyage 
began In 1903 and lasted 
three years. Other daring 
souls have accomplished the 
feat since, but the Northwest 
Passage has never been 
opened commercially, as 
dreamed of by ancient 
traders. 

This summer, according to 
Petroleum Today, a 


m u 1 1 i • m 1 1 1 1 on-dollar 
expedition sponsored by 
several U.S. oil companies 
will set out to determine if 
the Northwest Passage can be 
put to use for the good of the 
economy. 

Spearheaded by the 
115,000-ton oil tanker, S.S. 
Manhattan, the expedition 
will test the corridor as a 
possible tanker route. The 
Manhattan, outfitted with a 
special ice-breaking prow and 
accompanied by aircraft and 
auxiliary ships, will attempt 
to sail from the U.S. East 
Coast to Alaska’s North 
Slope, where oilmen have 
found what they hope will 


prove to be significant 
deposits of petroleum. 

The size of the North 
Slope discovery is still a 
matter of conjecture, and 
how the oil will be moved to 
market, if and when it Is 
produced, is an equal 
uncertainty. 

What is sure Is that 
America's petroleum 
companies are expending 
tremendous amounts of 
capital to find and produce 
Alaskan oil and bring It to the 
“Lower 48." Petroleum 
Today points out that 
demand for oil in this 
country is expected to double 
by the end of the century.

Frustrations of Legion Coach 

It is frustrating to have a championship In any sport 
srhifched from out of the palm of your hands, ask any coach. 
And there’s little you can do but watch the usurper get away 
with what you rightfully feel belongs to your team and staff. 

He doesn’t say much and neither does his partner-but Jack 
Malaney, who has managed Wayne Post III American Legion 
teams for the past six years, does feel “robbed”. 

“We had the 16th District title right In the palm of our 
hands and let go of it because we lacked quantity and the 
disire to hang on,” said Malaney. “When you barely have 
enough players to field a team, and that’s what we were up 
against this season, we’re lucky to do as well as we did.” 

Post III did give the frontrunners, Lincoln Park and Fort 
Dearborn, a run for it in the middle of the season, but they’ve 
slipped to fourth place with little hope of catching up. 

And, one of the reasons for the collapse in the latter stages, 
was the struggle Malaney had in getting enough players to field 
his team.

Peace Corps Volunteers 
Ready to Return Home

Our Peace Corps El 
Salvador service is finished. 
This is our last news article 
before returning to the 
United States. It is very 
difficult to express our true 
feeling concerning El 
Salvador and Peace Corps. 
Thus we have taken and 
adapted the “Introduction” 
in the Peace Corps Handbook 
to express what Peace Corps 
has meant to us and what is 
required to be a Volunteer. 

Wherever we have worked 
in the past, however we may 
work in the future, the last 
three years have been 
different. For the last three 
years, we have been 
employed in the service of an 
idea. 

The specifics, how you 
become involved in and 
contribute to your job as a 
Volunteer, will depend 
chiefly on you. Indeed, the 
aspect of Peace Corps service 
which we praise most is the 
freedom; for you will make 
most of the decisions 
affecting your life and work 
overseas. This is not an easy 
task to define, let along carry 
out. for while the needs of a 
village may be as obvious as, 
say, an access road to market, 
the methods of working with 
people to fulfill these needs 
require imagination, 
understanding and patience — 
and frequently a good deal of 
tolerance for frustration. 
Helping to solve problems 
which may be founded in the 
all-too-real impediments of 
time and tradition are at once 
your challenge and your 
opportunity. 

With this operational 
freedom goes responsiblity. 
As the guest of another 
country, you are expected to 
honor its law's and, no less 
important, its customs. 
Experience too, shows that 
to function best in the 
Volunteer person-to-person 
role, adherence to a few basic 
guidelines Is important. These

include: living modestly, 
usually at the same level as 
your co-workers; using public 
transportation; and engaging 
in activities beyond your 
primary job assignment which 
bring you closer to your 
community. Finally, for 
obvious reasons, you must 
regain from any involvement 
in the politics of your host 
country. 

Overseas--“in the 
f iel d * '-some teach in 
classrooms, some help build 
community organizations, 
others have specialized job 
titles ranging from 
accountant to zoologist. But 
whatever the assignment, 
whatever the program label, 
you find that the prime 
factor in Peace Corps work is 
people, and how you relate to 
them is what it’s all about. 
The Peace Corps is NOT an 
organization for those who 
self-righteously want to 
enlighten the “natives** but 
rather is a voluntary service 
for those who sincerely seek 
to understand the people you 
work with- to learn their 
language and culture-to vault 
the barriers erected long ago 
by geography and maintained 
today by differnces in 
language, custom, and belief. 

The Peace Corps is for 
optimistic, adventurous, 
concerned men and 
women-Americans for whom 
the imperfections and 
inequities of this world 
inspire neither despair nor 
acceptance, but rather a 
quiet, often good-humored 
resolve to make things better. 
As a Peace Corps Volunteer, 
you leave behind the passive 
spectators, those who turn 
their backs, the many who 
may be “concerned” but 
remain personally 
uncommitted to aiding the 
developing nations. You say 
goodbye to the armchair 
generals of social change. You 
join those who demonstrate 
their faith by helping to 
eliminate the hunger, disease, 
and misery, the ignorance and 
injustice and, above all, the 
hopelessness in which human 
frustration and conflict 
breed. 

What is service as a Peace 
Corp6 Volunteer like? The 
hard facts are difficult to 
state. Believing that a 
Volunteer’s chief challenge lay 
in adjusting to physical 
hardships, the Peace Corps in 
its early years emphasized 
‘‘outward bound*’ 
conditioning as part of 
training-trainees were often 


depicted on three-day 
wilderness treks and, at some 
sites, rappelling down sheer 
cliffs. In actuality, the trails 
to be followed, the handholds 
to be sought are of a different 
nature. In fact, after two 
years, the first groups of 
Volunteers rated physical 
hardships among the least of 
their difficulities. Rather, 
their principal challenge lay 
in adjusting to the frustration 
inherent in their 
assign ments-the failure of 
people to respond to the 
Volunteer’s touch as he had 
expected and, most 
important, the scarcity of 
tangible achievement. 

Dramatic success is not 
unknown in the Peace Corps, 
and some are fortunate 
enough to record clear and 
visible accomplishment. Many 
others though, remain 
uncertain whether they have 
opened a single door or 
marked a single path. At the 
very least, by your presence 
in the host country at an 
accessible level, you make 
possible a dialogue with 
people, something attempted 
too seldom in the past. By 
showing concern for what 
happens in the lives of others, 
you give this dialogue an 
urgency; by trying to the best 
of your ability, you impart 
substance to your words. 

This breakthrough to a 
geniune involvement with 
another culture, a 
relationship with people that 
no mere sojourner can have, 
no matter how long he stays, 
is one of the greatest 
challenges you face overseas. 
At the same time, this close 
contact across the barriers of 
nationalism affords the 
greatest satisfaction of your 
service; for as in so many 
human interprises, that which 
you derive from your Peace 
Corps experience is no less 
than the sum of what you put 
in-you learn as much as your 
curiosity seeks and your 
openness to the experience 
permits. 

There are no how-to-do-it 
instructions for a Volunteer. 
During the most discouraging 
episodes, your effectiveness, 
perhaps even your 
continuance, will depend on 
the complex motivations 
which made you decide to 
become a Volunteer and the 
strenghth of your ideals and 
commitment in the face of 
obstacles. In summajr Peace 
Corps means; action, 
participation, involvement, 
and commitment to an idea.

TO THE EDITOR: 

With travel as it is today every child will be exposed to 
bodies of water over and over again. One parent threatens and 
warns children not to go near to water. Another parent insists 
that the children learn to swim to the best of each ones ability. 
Which is the wise parent? Which has really protected the child? 

In sex education the same applies. KNOWLEDGE IS 
PROTECTION. Innocence is a tissue paper shield. The more 
the so called, “facts of life”, perversions, vulgar words etc. that 
a child has been able to discuss at home calmly and in the 
proper perspective the greater his protection will be and the 
less traumatic encounters will be when he is confronted with 
them in life. Love and knowledge are the child’s real armor in 
facing the world. 

It is disheartening to hear criticism of the outstanding book, 
How Babies Are Made, Andrew Andry, 1968, Time-Life Inc.. 
At five dollars a copy every home should have one. Let us 
hope that parents will catch up with their children in being 
realistic and that in the next few years children will grow up 1 
familiar with the book from the age of three and accept it 
as a matter of fact. A child does not spend time wondering 
when he knows. 

The book is written with simplicity and good taste. The 
cardboard cutouts keep the subject explicit but impersonal. 
Won’t it encourage them to experiment? Don’t they now? 
Some children are inhibited in asking questions. They do not 
know which words to use. The book will open the door to 
discussion for some and at least give correct information to 
those whose parents have failed them. 

Some of the best instruction is given by discussing 
something in front of children rather than with them. 
Attention is greater when they are not quite sure whether they 
are supposed to be listening. 

It has been said that the greatest gift parents can give a child 
is their love for one another. Given the facts, the parents' 
attitude in the home will speak louder than words in helping 
put them in perspective for their children. 

Until couples are required to attain certain standards before 
embarking on parenthood, sex education in schools will be 
necessary to reach the neglected ones.

Production 

Down 

LANSING — Pulpwood 
production in Michigan in 
1968 was the lowest since 
1961, according to a report 
completed recently by the 
Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The total of 1,167,598 
cords was down because of a 
major drop in production in 
the Upper Peninsula to 
575,226 cords. Pulpwood 
production in the Lower 
Peninsula increased last year 
to 592,370 cords; third 
highest on record, and up 
51,909 cords from the year 
earlier. 

A buildup of inventories 
over the previous two yeais 
by Wisconsin mills 
contributed to the low 
production for the Upper 
Peninsula, according to Ray 
E. Pfeifer, of the 
Department’s Forestry 
Division. There was no such 
buildup by mills using Lower 
Peninsula wood, he said. 

Included in the report 
was a statement that the 
volume of jackpine purchased 
by mills in the Lower 
Peninsula exceeded the 
growth of that species, and, 
that statewide, this was also 
true for aspen.

The following preamble and resolution were offered by Trustee 
Paul Krystyniak and supported by Trustee Clarence Hoffman 

WHEREAS, there exists an imperative need to acquire in the 
Township of Sumpter, as a part of the Wayne County Metropolitan 
Water Supply System, water extensions and improvements as 
hereinafter in the contract more particularly set forth, and 

WHEREAS, preliminary plans and estimate of cost of said 
improvements have been prepared by Brender and Brender, Inc., 
consulting engineers of Wayne. Michigan, which said preliminary 
plans and estimates of cost have been reviewed by this Board and 
WHEREAS, this Board has determined that it is necessary for the 
public health to acquire said water extensions and improvements in 
accordance with said preliminary plans and estimate of cost; and 
WHEREAS, Sections 5 a. 5b and 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1939. as amended, authorizes the execution of contracts 
between municipal units and the proper county agency providing 
for the acquisition, construction and financing of water 
improvements, and 

WHERE AS. the County of Wayne, acting by and through its Board 
of Supervisors, and in accordance with Act 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan. 1939. as amended, by resolution adopted by majority 
vote of its Board of Superv sors on October 9. 1939. authorized 
and directed that there be established a system of water improvements 
and services to be known as the Wayne County Metropolitan Water 
Supply System, and did designate the Board of County Road 
Commissioners of the County of Wayne, as the agency for the 
County, to acquire, operate, maintain and improve the System with 
all the powers and duties cconferred upon such agency by statute, 
and 

WHE RE AS. this Board determines it to be in the best interest of 
the Township to acquire said water extensions and improvements 
and to finance the cost thereof in accordance with the provisions of 
Sections 5a. 5b and 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. 
as amended, and 

WHEREAS, a contract between the Township of Sumpter and 
the Board of County Road Commissioners of the county of Wayne, 
providing for the acquisition, construction and financing of said 
water extensions and improvements, and such matters as are deemed 
necessary thereto, has been prepared; 

NOW. THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED THAT 

1. The Township Board of the Township of Sumpter hereby 
determines it to be necessary* for the public health and safety to 
acquire the water extensions and improvements set forth in the 
contract herein included as a part of this resolution. 

2 This Board deems it to be in the best interest of the Township 
to finance the cost of such improvements in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 5a. 5b. and 5c of Act 342. Public Act of 
Michigan. 1939, as amended 

3. The Township Board hereby approves the preliminary plans 
and estimate of cost of said improvements prepared by Brender and 
Brender. Inc., consulting engineers of Wayne. Michigan 

4 The Township Board does hereby approve the following 
* contract for the acquisition, construction and financing of water 
extensions and improvements. 

CONTRACT 

THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this 22nd day of July. 
A D.. 1969. by and between the BOARD OF COUNTY ROAD 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF 0VAYNE. Michigan, a 
public body corporate, acting for and on behalf of the County of 
Wayne. Michigan, party of the first part, hereinafter referred to as 
the ' BOARD.*' and the TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Wayne. State of Michigan, hereinafter 
referred to as the 'TOWNSHIP,'* 

WITNESSETH 

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne. Michigan, by resolution of its 
Board of Supervisors duly adopted on October 9. 1939. adopted the 
provisions o. Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, 
and pursuant to said resolution and to a prior resolution adopted on 
October 18. 1938. the BOARD, as the duly designated agency of 
the County, has constructed an extensive system of water 
distribution mams, extensions, storage tanks and other distribution 
equipment and facilities in connection therewith, through which it 
has been receiving water purchased by contract from the Water 
Supply System of the City of Detroit, transporting it through said 
mains and lines, and selling it to various cities, villages and 
townships in the County of Wayne, pursuant to contracts with said 
governmental units; said water distribution mains and facilities being 
designated as the Wayne County Metropolitan Water Supply System 
(hereinafter, for brevity, referred to as the "County System") and 
WHEREAS, the BOARD and the City of Detroit, by its Board of 
Water Commissioners, have under date of August 3. 1959. entered 
into a contract and agreement whereby in the interests of unified 
management and operations of all water supply and distribution 
facilities in the Detroit Metropolitan Area, the management and 
operation of the County System has been taken over by the Board 
of Water Commissioners of the City of Detroit, the BOARD, 
however, retaining jurisdiction over the County System for the 
purpose of financing necessary improvements and extensions 
thereto under the provisions of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 
1939. as amended That said contract and agreement was duly 
approved by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Wayne and 
the Common Council of the City of Detroit. The water through the 
supply mains of the County System is now supplied through 
contract by user municipalities directly with the City of Detroit, by 
its Board of Water commissioners, rather than by contract with the 
BOARD as was formerly the case, although title to the County 
System remains with the BOARD as the agency of the County; and 
WHEREAS, the TOWNSHIP and the City of Detroit, by its 
Board of Water Commissioners, have, on January 31, 1966. entered 
into a contract for the supplying of water from the Water Supply 
System of the City of Detroit to the TOWNSHIP through the mains 
and facilities of the County System, which contract assures an 
adequate supply of water for a period of not less than forty (40) 
years from the date thereof; and 

WHEREAS, Sections 5 a. 5 b and 5c of Act 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan. 1939, as amended, provide an additional and alternative 
method of financing water improvements authorized by said Act 
independent of other means provided in said Act. by the terms of 
which the BOARD and the TOWNSHIP are authorized to contract 
for the acquisition, construction and financing of necessary water 
improvements as authorized by said Act. and the County pursuant 
to appropriate action by its Board of Supervisors, is then authorized 
to issue bonds to provide funds therefor, secured primarily by the 
contractual pledge of the full faith and credit of the TOWNSHIP 
and secondarily by the full faith and credit pledge of the COUNTY 
if authorized by resolution of its Board of Supervisors, and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the authorization provided in said Act 
342 and the above referred to resolutions, the County of Wayne, 
through the BOARD as its duly designated agency, and pursuant to 
contract with the TOWNSHIP has heretofore constructed certain 
improvements and additions to the County System located in the 
TOWNSHIP, which improvements were and are vitally necessary to 
preserve and protect the public health, and which said 
improvements and additions were financed by the issuance of 
bonds, designated "Wayne County Metropolitan Water Supply 
System Bonds (Sumpter Township Section), " dated as of April 1. 
1966. and in the aggregate principal amount of $1. 500.000,00 ! 
which said bonds were secured and payable primarily out of 
contract payments pledged by the TOWNSHIP, and secondarily by 
the full faith and credit pledge of the County of Wayne, all as 
authorized by the provisions of said Act 342; and 

WHEREAS, to preserve and protect the public health, safety and 
welfare of the present and future residents of the TOWNSHIP, 
which in turn will be for the benefit of the general health, safety 
and welfare of the entire County of Wayne, there exists an 
imperative and urgent need for additional water distribution mams 
and appurtenances in the TOWNSHIP to make available to its 
citizens and residents an adequate supply of filtered water, which

Michigan (hereinafter in this 
contract referred to as the "consulting engineers"), which estimates 
of cost, including contingencies, engineering, legal and financing 
expenses, is in the sum of One Million Two Hundred Thirty-one 
Thousand ($1,231.000 00) Dollars (which said estimate of cost is 
hereinafter referred to in this contract as "estimated cost '); and 
WHEREAS, the COUNTY has received a Federal grant 
(Department of Housing and Urban Development - Project No 
WS- 4-23-0035) of Four Hundred Thirty-one Thousand 
($431.000 00) Dollars to be applied to the costs of said water 
distribution facilities; and 

WHEREAS, the execution of this contract has been authorized 
by resolution of the Township Board of the TOWNSHIP adopted on 
July 22, 1969, which said resolution has been published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the TOWNSHIP, and more than 
thirty (30) days have elapsed since such publication and no petition 
for referendum concerning said resolution or this contract has been 
filed with the Township Clerk of said TOWNSHIP, 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the 
covenants of each other, the parties hereto agree as follows 

1 The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP hereby approve and confirm 
the additional water distribution mams and appurtenances to be 
acquired and constructed as set forth in Exhibit A of this contract, 
and agree that the same shall be acquired and constructed in the 
manner provided by and pursuant to this contract The BOARD and 
the TOWNSHIP further hereby approve and confirm the preliminary 
plans for said additional water distribution mams and appurtenances 
prepared by the consulting engineers and the estimated cost as set 
forth in the preamble hereto The acquisition and construction of 
such additional water distribution mains and appurtenances herein 
approved are hereinafter in this contract referred to as PROJECT 
TO BE FINANCED 

2 The PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and the estimated cost 
thereof in the sum of $1,231.000 00, asset forth in the preamble to 
this contract, include all surveys, plans, specifications, acquisition of 
property for rights-of-way, including consequential and abuttal 
damages, if any. and interest on awards, physical construction 
necessary to acquire and construct the water improvements, and 
engineering, supervision, administrative, legal and financing expenses 
necessary m connection with the acquisition and construction of 
said water improvements and the financing thereof, including 
interest for a period of one year on the County bonds to be issued 

3. The TOWNSHIP shall acquire all necessary property for 
rights-of-way for the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, and consents 
and agrees to the use of its lands and public property for such 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

4. The BOARD will acquire and construct the additional water 
distribution mams and appurtenances approved and confirmed m 
Section 1 of this contract and for that purpose will take bids for the 
acquisition and construction of such improvements prior to the time 
that any bonds are issued for the purpose of financing the cost of 
said improvements. The BOARD shall in no event enter into any 
final contract or contracts for the construction and acquisition of 
said improvements where such contract price or prices will be such 
as to cause the actual total cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED to exceed the estimated cost, as set forth in the 
preamble to this contract, unless the TOWNSHIP, by resolution of 
its Township Board, approves such increased total cost and agrees to 
pay the excess over the estimated cost, either in cash, or by 
specifically authorizing the maximum principal amount of bonds to 
be issued as provided in Sections 6 and 7 of this contract, to be 
increased to an amount which will provide sufficient funds to meet 
said increased total cost, and a similar increase in the installment 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP pledged under the terms of this 
contract to the payment of such bonds. The additional water 
improvements shall be acquired and constructed by the BOARD in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor based on 
preliminary plans approved by this contract Provided, However, 
that minor variations from said plans and specifications may be 
made without the approval of the TOWNSHIP if such variations 
shall not materially affect said plans end specifications. All matters 
relating to engineering plans and specifications, together with the 
making and letting of final construction contracts, as well as 
inspection, construction supervision and approval of work and 
materials for the water improvements specified in Exhibit A of this 
contract shall be in the exclusive control of the BOARD 

5. Upon completion of the additional water improvements 
specified in Exhibit A of this contract, the TOWNSHIP shall operate 
and maintain said improvements for and on behalf of the BOARD, 
at its sole expense. The TOWNSHIP shall be obligated to continue 
to pay for alt water furnished pursuant to the provisions of the 
water supply contract with the City of Detroit referred to in the 
preamble hereof The TOWNSHIP shall have all the rights specified 
in either Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, or 
Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan. 1933. as amended, or any other 
applicable law, relative to making charges or rates to users of said 
additional water improvements. 

6 To carry out and accomplish the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, in accordance with the provisions of Act 342. Public 
Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, the BOARD shall take the 
following steps 

(a) The BOARD shall immediately take all steps necessary to take 
bids for and enter into and execute final construction contracts 
for the acquisition and construction of the additional water 
improvements specified in Exhibit A of this contract in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor based on the 
preliminary plans as approved by this contract. Said final 
construction contracts shall specify a completion date of the 
additional water improvements. 

(b) The BOARD will require and procure from the contractor 
or contractors undertaking the actual construction and acqusition 
of the additional water improvements, necessary and proper 
bonds to guarantee the performance of the construction contract 
or contracts, and such labor and material bonds as may be 
required by law, in such amount and such forms as may be 
approved by the BOARD. 

(c) The BOARD will submit to the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of Wayne, an ordinance or resolution, providing for 
issuance of bonds in the aggregate principal amount of Eight 
Hundred Thousand ($800,000 00) Dollars (representing part of 
the estimated cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, the 
balance of the estimated cost to be provided by the Federal grant 
hereinbefore referred to), said bonds to mature serially, as 
authorized by law. and to be issued in anticipation of the 
installment payments to be made by the TOWNSHIP as 
hereinafter provided in this contract, and to be secured primarily 
by the contractual obligation of the TOWNSHIP to pay the 
installments due, plus interest, as hereinafter provided in this 
contract, and secondarily, if approved by a majority of the 
members-elect of the Board of Supervisors, by the full faith and 
credit of the County of Wayne. After due adoption of the bond 
ordinance or resolution, the BOARD will take all legal procedures 
and steps necessary to effectuate the sale and delivery of said 
bonds. 

(d) The BOARD, upon receipt of the proceeds of sale of the 
bonds, will comply with all provisions and requirements provided 
for in the ordinance or resolution authorizing issuance of the 
bonds and this contract relative to the disposition and use of the 
proceeds of sale of the bonds. 

7. The cost of the water improvements, referred to in the 
preamble to this contract, and specified in Exhibit A. less the 
Federal grant hereinbefore referred to. shall be charged to and paid 
by the TOWNSHIP to the BOARD in the manner and at the times 
herein set forth. The said local share of the cost thereof (presently 
estimated as Eighi Hundred Thousand ($800,000.00) Dollars) shall 
be paid to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, in thirty-four 
(34) annual principal installments, plus interest and other expenses 
as hereinafter provided. The principal installments shall be as 
specified in Exhibit B (or any revision thereof made pursuant to 
paragraphs 8 or 9 of this contract) attached to this contract and 
made a part hereof by reference 

It is understood and agreed that the bonds of the County 
hereinbefore referred to will be issued, in anticipation of the 
payment of the annual installments herein provided, and as set forth 
in Exhibit B. with principal maturities on May 1st of each year, 
commencing with the year 1972, equal to the principal amount of 
the annual installments due on the preceding April 1st of such year, 
and bearing interest at the rate or rates determined on public sale 
thereof, payable on May 1st and November 1st of each year 

It is further understood and agreed that the TOWNSHIP shall 
also pay to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, in addition to 
the principal installments as specified in Exhibit B. on April 1st and 
October 1st of each year, as accrued interest on the principal 
installments remaining unpaid, an amount sufficient to pay all 
interest due on the next succeeding interest payment date (May 1st 
and November 1st, respectively), on said County bonds from time 
to time outstanding. From time to time as the BOARD is billed by 
the paying agent or agents for the County bonds to be issued for 


their services as paying agent, or registering bonds, and as other 
costs and expenses accrue to the BOARD from handling of the 
payments made by the TOWNSHIP, the BOARD shall notify the 
TOWNSHIP of the amount of such paying agency fees and other 
costs and expenses, and the TOWNSHIP shall, within thirty (30) 
days from such notification, remit to the BOARD sufficient funds 
to meet such paying agency fees and other costs and expenses. 

The BOARD shall, within thirty (30) days after the delivery of 
the County bonds hereinbefore referred to, furnish the TOWNSHIP 
with a complete schedule of said installments, and the interest 
thereon due on the dates above set forth, and shall also, at least 
thirty (30) days prior to the due date of any such installment of 
principal ond interest, or interest advise the TOWNSHIP, in writing, 
of the exact amount due on said date The failure to give such 
notice shall not. however, excuse the TOWNSHIP from making its 
required payments when due under the provisions hereof. 

If any installment payment as herein provided is not paid when 
due, the amount so not paid shall be subject to a penalty, in 
addition to interest, of one-half of one per cent (Vi of 1%) thereof 
for each month or fraction thereof that the same remains unpaid 
after the due date. 

8 If the proceeds of the sale of the original County bonds 
authorized by this contract are for any reason insufficient to 
complete the acquisition and construction of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED in accordance with the plans and specification therefor, 
the BOARD shall, if necessary, submit to the Board of Supervisors 
of Wayne County a resolution providing for the issuance and sale of 
additional County bonds in an amount necessary to provide 
sufficient funds to complete the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, in 
which event the duties and obligations of the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP as expressed and set forth in this contract shall be 
applicable to such additional issue of bonds as well as the original 
issue, it being at all times fully recognized and agreed that the 
payments to be made by the TOWNSHIP in the manner specified 
in paragraph 7 of this contract shall be based upon the cost of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED less the Federal grant hereinbefore 
referred to Any such additional bonds shall mature serially on May 
1st. and the installment maturing on the April 1st preceding said 
May 1st, as shown by Exhibit B, shall be increased by the principal 
amount of such additional bonds maturing on said May 1st All the 
provisions of paragraph 7 of this contract shall be applicable to said 
increased amounts. Immediately upon the issuance of such 
additional bonds, the BOARD shall furnish and supply the 
TOWNSHIP a document entitled "Revised Exhibit B" specifying the 
new schedule of installments, increased as herein authorized, which 
shall be substituted and take the place of the present Exhibit B and 
the installment therein specified 

9 In the event, by reason of favorable construction bids received, 
it is not necessary to issue the County bonds in the full amount of 
$800,000 00 based upon the present estimated cost, but such bonds 
are authorized and issued in such lesser principal amount as may be 
necessary to pay the local share of the cost of the PROJECT TO 8E 
FINANCED, the installment payments of the TOWNSHIP as 
provided in paragraph 7 and Exhibit B of this contract shall be 
reduced proportionately so that the installment payment due on 
April 1st of each year shall correspond to the principal amount of 
the bonds maturing on the next succeeding May 1st All the 
provisions of paragraph 7 of this contract shall be applicable to said 
reduced installments, the same as though such installments were 
originally in said reduced amounts. In such event the BOARD shall 
furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a new "Exhibit B’* specifying 
the new schedule of installments, reduced as herein authorized, 
which shall be substituted and take the place of the present Exhibit 
B and the installments therein specified. 

It is fully understood and agreed by the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP that the principal amount of the annual installments, as 
specified in Exhibit B and due on April 1st of each year, shall aiall 
times correspond to the principal amount of the bonds due on the 
following May 1st. 

10 The TOWNSHIP, pursuant to the authorization of Section 
5a of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, 
irrevocably pledges its full faith and credit for the prompt and 
timely payment of its obligations expressed in this contract, and. 
except as hereafter provided, shall each year, commencing with tne 
year 1970. levy an ad valorem tax on all the taxable property in the 
TOWNSHIP in an amount which, taking into consideration 
estimated delinquencies in tax collections, will be sufficient to pay 
its obligations under this contract becoming due before the time of 
the following year's tax collections. Such annual levies, by virtue of 
the authorization of Section 6, Article IX. of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1963. shall be without limitation as to rate or 
amount, being for the purpose of providing funds to meet the 
contractual obligations of the TOWNSHIP, in anticipation of which 
the County bonds, hereinbefore referred to. are issue*.. Nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent the TOWNSHIP from 
using any. or any combination of, the means and methods providing 
in Section 5a of said Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. as 
now or hereafter amended, for the purpose of providing funds to 
meets its obligations under this contract, and if, at the time of 
making the annual tax levy there shall be other funds on hand 
earmarked and set aside for the payment of the contractual 
obligations due prior to the next tax collection period, then such 
annual tax levy may be reduced by such amount, or if sufficient of 
such funds are so on hand and earmarked to provide for the full 
payment of the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then no tax levy need be made for such year. 

11. The TOWNSHIP may pay in advance any of the payments 
required to be made by this contract, in which event the BOARD 
shall credit the TOWNSHIP with such advance payment on future 
due payments to the extent of such advance payment. 

12. The TOWNSHIP may pay additional moneys over and above 
any of the payments specified in this contract with the written 
request that said additional funds be used to call bonds for 
redemption prior to maturity, in which event the BOARD shall be 
obligated to apply and use said moneys for such purpose. Such 
moneys shall not then be credited as advance payments under the 
provisions of Section 1 1 of this contract. 

13 In the event the TOWNSHIP shall fail for any reason to pay 
to the BOARD at the times specified, the amounts required to be 
paid by the provision of this contract, the BOARD shall 
immediately notify, in writing, both the County Treasurer of the 
County of Wayne and the Township Treasurer of such default and 
the amount thereof, and if such default is not corrected within ten 
(10) days after such notification, the County Treasurer or other 
official charged with disbursement to the TOWNSHIP of funds 
derived from the State sales tax levy under the law, and payable to 
the TOWNSHIP pursuant to Section 10. Article IX, of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1963, is by these presents specifically authorized by 


18 The obligations and undertakings of each of the parties to 
this contract shall be conditioned on the successful issuance and sale 
of bonds pursuant to Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 1939, as 
amended, and, if for any reason whatsoever said bonds are not 
issued and sold within three years from the date of this contract, 
this contract, except for payment of preliminary expenses and 
ownership of engineering data, shall be considered void and of no 
force and effect In the event that said bonds are not issued and 
sold, all preliminary legal and engineering costs shall be paid by the 
TOWNSHIP, and the TOWNSHIP shall have ownership, possession 
and use of all plans and specifications, surveys and other engineering 
data and materials prepared 

19 The water improvements acquired and constructed in 
accordance with the provisions of thiss contract shall be a part of 
the County System. The TOWNSHIP shall at all times maintain the 
water improvements to be acquired and constructed hereunder at its 
own expense for and on behalf of the BOARD If at any time during 
the term of this contract the TOWNSHIP refuses or neglects to 
properly repair or maintain any of the facilities required to be 
maintained by it hereunder, the BOARD shall in writing order the 
TOWNSHIP to perform all necessary items of repair and 
maintenance and. in case of non-compliance with such order within 
thirty (30) days, the BOARD may proceed with such work and the 
TOWNSHIP agrees to reumburse the BOARD for any expenses 
incurred thereby. 

20. The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP each recognize that the 
holders from time to time of the bonds issued by the County under 
the provisions of Section 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 
1939, as amended, to finance the cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, will have contractual rights in this contract and it is. 
therefore, covenanted and agreed by each of them that so long as 
any of said bonds shall remain outstanding and unpaid, the 
provisions of this contract shall not be subject to any alteration or 
revision which would in any manner materially affect either the 
security of the bonds or the prompt payment of principal or interest 
thereon. The TOWNSHIP and the BOARD further covenant and 
agree that they will each comply with their respective duties and 
obligations under the terms of this contract promptly at the times 
and in the manner herein set forth, and will not suffer to be done 
any act which would in any way impair the said bonds, the security 
therefor, or the prompt payment of principal and interest thereon. 
It is hereby declared that the terms of this contract, insofar, as they 
pertain to the security of any such bonds, shall be deemed to be for 
the benefit of the holders of said bonds. 

21 This contract shall remain in full force and effect for a 
period of forty (40) years from the date hereof, or until such lesser 
time as the bonds issued by the County are paid in full. At such 
time within said forty-year term as all of said bonds are paid, this 
contract may be altered or changed by consent of the parties hereto 
or may be terminated by such consent. In any event, the obligation 
of the TOWNSHIP to make the payments required by Section 7 of 
this contract shall be terminated at such time as all of said bonds are 
paid in full. 

22. The TOWNSHIP shall defend, indemnify and save harmless 
the BOARD from and against any and all claims of any nature 
whatsoever, including damage to property of the BOARD, or injury 
to or death of employees or agents of the BOARD, arising out of 
the construction, operation and/or maintenance of the PROJECT 
TO BE FINANCED. 

23. This contract shall inure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon the respective parties hereto, their successors and assigns.

necessary to cure said deficit, derived from such sales tax levy and 
returnable to the TOWNSHIP, and to pay said sums so withheld to 
the BOARD to apply on the obligations of the TOWNSHIP as herein 
set forth.

WHEREAS, there exists an imperative need to acquire in the 
Township of Van Buren. as a part of the Wayne County 
Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal System, additional 
sewer improvements as hereinafter in the contract more particularly 
set forth; and 

WHEREAS plans and estimate of cost of said improvements 
have been prepared by Morns Levine and Associates, consulting 
engineers of Detroit.

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, acting by and through its 
Board of Supervisors, and in accordance with Act 342, Public Acts 
of Michigan. 1939. as amended, bv resolution adopted by majority 
vote of the Board of Supervisors on October 9. 1939, and by 
Ordinance No 200 duly adopted on Semptember 29. 1952, 
authorized and directed that there be established a system of sewage 
disposal improvements and services to be known as the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal System, and 
did designate the Board of County Road Commissioners of the 
County of Wayne, as the agency of the County, to acquire, operate, 
maintain and improve the System with all the powers and duties 
conferred upon such agency by statute; and 

WHEREAS, this Board determines it to be in the best interest of 
the Township to acquire said sewer improvements, and to finance 
the cost thereof in accordance with the provisions of Section 5a. 5b 
and 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended; and 
WHEREAS, a contract between the Township of Van Buren and 
the Board of County Road Commissioners of the County of Wayne, 
providing for the acquisition, construction and financing of said 
sewer improvements, and such matters as are deemed necessary 
thereto, has been prepared; 

NOW. THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED THAT 

1 The Township Board of the Township of Van Buren hereby 
determines it to be necessary for the public health and safety to 
acquire the sewer improvements set forth in the contract herein 
included as a part of this resolution. 

2. This Board deems it to be in the best interest of the Township 
to finance the cost of such improvements in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 5a. 5b and 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of 
Michigan. 1939, as amended. 

3. The Township Board hereby approves the plans and estimate 
of cost of said improvements prepared by Morris Levine and 
Associates, consulting engineers of Detroit. Michigan. 

4. The Township Board does hereby approve the following 
contract for the acquisition, 'construction and financing of said 
sewer improvements: 

CONTRACT 

THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this 22nd day of July. 
A.D.. 1969, by and between the BOARD OF COUNTY ROAD 
-COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF WAYNE, Michigan, a 
public body corporate, acting for and on behalf of the County of 
Wayne, Michigan, party of the first part, hereinafter referred to as 
the •BOARD.'' and the TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN. a municipal 
corporation in the County of Wayne, state of Michigan, hereinafter 
referred to as the 'TOWNSHIP,” 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne. Michigan, acting by and 
through its Board of Supervisors and in pursuances of the authority 
conferred upon it by Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. as 
amended (hereinafter referred to as "Act 342”), did, by resolution 
duly adopted by a majority vote of its members-elect on October 9. 
1939 and by Ordinance No. 200 duly adopted on September 20. 
1952, authorize and direct that there be established a system of 
sewage disposal improvements and services, to be known as the 
Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal System 
(hereinafter referred to as the "County System"), and did designate 
the BOARD as the agency for the County to operate and maintain 
such System with all the powers and duties conferred upon such 
agency by statute; and 

WHEREAS, said Ordinance No. 200 specifically provides, in part, 
as follows, to wit: 

"Section 10. To provide for necessary improvements, additions 
and extensions to the System and the financing thereof, the Board 
is authorized to prepare plans, details and specifications therefor, 
to prepare and submit necessary ordinances, resolutions or ether 
documents necessary to the issuance of any of the type of bonds 
or notes authorized by the provisions of Act 342. Public Acts of 
1939. as amended, and to that end is authorized to make and 
execute contracts, agreements or other documents relating thereto 
as authorized by the provisions of said Act: Provided, However, 
that before any bonds or notes are issued or sold, the proceedings 
authorizing the issuance or sale shall be formally approved by 
resolution or ordinance of the Board of Supervisors of Wayne 
County in manner provided by said Act." 
and 

WHEREAS, because of the extremely rapid growth and 
development of the area in the County of Wayne located in the 
TOWNSHIP for industrial, commercial and residential purposes, an 
imperative need has existed and does now exist for additional 
sanitary sewer facilities to provide for said needs, and it is now 
necessary to preserve and protect the public health that such 
additional sanitary sewer needs be financed and constructed; and 
WHEREAS, there has been constructed in the County of Wayne, 
by its Board of Public Works, interceptor sewers which will provide 
service to the TOWNSHIP in the collection of sewage and the 
disposal and treatment thereof, the TOWNSHIP having contracted 
with the County for the purchase of sufficient capacity in said 
interceptor sewers to provide for its current needs. Said County 
interceptor sewers are a part of systems designated as the 
"Downriver Sewage Disposal System" and the "Rouge Valley 
Sewage Disposal System," The sanitary sewers to be constructed 
under the provisions of this contract will use the interceptors of the 
Downriver Sewage Disposal System for the collection and disposal 
of the sewage emanating therefrom; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the authorization provided in said Act 
342 and the above referred to resolutions and ordinance, the 
County of Wayne, through the BOARD as its duly designated 
agency and pursuant to contract with the TOWNSHIP, has 
heretofore constructed certain improvements and additions to the 
County System located in the TOWNSHIP, which improvements 
were and are vitally necessary to preserve and protect the public 
health, and which said improvements and additions were financed 
by the issuance of two series of bonds designated, respectively, as 
"Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 
System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section)," dated 8S of 
February 1, 1966. and in the aggregate principal amount of 
$2,750,000.00. and "Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and 
Sewage Disposal System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section). 
Series II," dated as of January 1, 1968. and in the aggregate 
principal amount of $1,675,000.00, which said bonds were secured 
and payable primarily out of contract payments pledged by the 
TOWNSHIP and secondarily by the full faith and credit pledge of 
the County of Wayne, all as authorized by the provisions of said Act 
342. and 

WHEREAS, the additional sanitary sewers and facilities 
hereinbefore referred to, which are now necessary to be 
constructed, are generally described and located as set forth in 
Exhibit A attached to this contract and made a part hereof: and 

WHEREAS, the BOARD has caused plans and estimate of cost of 
said proposed sewer improvements to be prepared by Morris Levine 
and Associates, consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan 
(hereinafter in this contract called "consulting engineers"), which 
said estimate of cost is the sum of Two Million ($2,000,000.00) 
Dollars (which said estimate of cost is hereafter referred to in this 
contract as "estimated cost"), and 

WHEREAS, said sewer improvements constitute and will be 
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additions to the County System, and it is the determination and 
judgment of the BOARD and the TOWNSHIP that said new sanitary 
sewer improvements should be financed and constructed pursuant 
to the authorization provided in Act 342 and Ordinance No 200, 
hereinbefore referred to, all of said new sewer improvements being 
vitally necessary to preserve and protect the public health; and 

WHEREAS, the execution of this contract has been authorized 
by resolution of the Township Board of the TOWNSHI P adopted on 
July 22. 1969, which said resolution has been published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the TOWNSHIP, and more than 
thirty (30) days have elapsed since such publication and no petition 
for referendum concerning said resolution of this contract has been 
filed with the Township Clerk of said TOWNSHIP. 

NOW. THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the 
covenants of each other, the parties hereto agree as follows; 

1 The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP hereby approve and confirm 
the sewer improvements to be acquired and constructed as set forth 
in Exhibit A of this contract, and agree that the same shall be 
acquired and constructed in the manner provided by and pursuant 
to this contract The BOARD end the TOWNSHIP further hereby 
approve and confirm the preliminary plans for said sewer 
improvements prepared by the consulting engineers and the 
estimated cost as set forth in the preamble hereto. The acquisition 
and construction of the sewer improvements herein approved are 
hereinafter in this contract referred to as PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED 

2. The PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and the estimated cost 
thereof in the sum of Two Million ($2,000,000.00) Dollars, as set 
forth in the preamble to this contract, include all surveys, plans, 
specifications, acquisition of property for rights-of-way, including 
consequential and abuttal damages, if any. and interest on awards, 
physical construction necessary to acquire and construct the sewer 
improvements approved and confirmed in Section 1 of this contract, 
the acquisition of all materials necessary to acquire and construct 
said sewer improvements, and engineering supervision, 
administrative, legal and financing expenses necessary in connection, 
with the acquisition and construction of said sewer improvements 
and the financing thereof 

3. The BOARD will acquire and construct the sewer 
improvements approved and confirmed in Section 1 of this contract 
and for that purpose will take bids for the acquisition and 
construction of the improvements prior to the time that any bonds 
are issued for the purpose of financing the cost of said 
improvements. The BOARD shall in no event enter into any final 
contract or contracts for the construction and acquisition of said 
improvements where such contract price or prices will be such as to 
cause the actual total cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED to 
exceed the estimated cost, as set forth in the preamble to this 
contract, unless the TOWNSHIP, by resolution of its Township 
Board, approved said increased total cost and agrees to pay the 
excess the estimated cost either in cash or by specifically 
authorizing the maximum principal amount of bonds to be issued, 
as provided m Sections 6 and 7 of this contract, to be increased to 
an amount which will provide sufficient funds to meet said 
increased total cost and a similar increase in the installment 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP pledged under the terms of this 
contract to the payment of such bonds. The sewer improvements 
shall be acquired and constructed by the BOARD m accordance 
with the plans and specifications therefor based on plans approved 
by this contract: Provided. However, that minor variations from 
said plans and specifications may be made without the approval of 
the TOWNSHIP if such variations shall not materially affect said 
plans and specifications. All matter relating to engineering plans and 
specifications, together with the making and letting of final 
construction contracts, as well as inspection, construction 
supervision and approval of work and materials for the sewer 
improvements specified in paragraph 1 of this contract, shall be in 
the exclusive control of the BOARD. All acquisition of 
rights-of-way shall be done by the TOWNSHIP. 

4. The TOWNSHIP consents to the use by the BOARD, acting 
for and on behalf of the County of Wayne, of the public streets, 
alleys, lands, and rightt-of-way in the TOWNSHIP for the purpose of 
constructing, operating and maintaining said sewer improvements, 
and any enlargements or extensions thereto. 

5 Upon completion of the sewer improvements specified in the 
preamble and approved in Section 1 of this contract, the 
TOWNSHIP shall operate and maintain said improvements for and 
on behalf of the BOARD at its sole expense. The sanitary sewage 
collected by said sewers will be transported through the interceptors 
of the County of Wayne that are a part of the Downriver Sewage 
Disposal System referred to in the preamble hereto and presently 
disposed of and treated through the treatment facilities of the 
Wyandotte Sewage Treatment Plant. The TOWNSHIP is obligated 
by contract to pay the sewage disposal rate established for said 
service from time to time by the Board of Public Works of the 
County of Wayne. By reason thereof, no charge for such service 
shall be established by the BOARD and the sole obligation of the 
TOWNSHIP in such respect is to pay the sewage disposal rate as 
established from time to time by the Board of Public of Works, or 
its successor. 

6. To carry out and accomplish the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED m accordance with the provisions of Act 342. Public 
Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, the BOARD shall take the 
following steps: 

(a) The BOARD shall immediately take all steps necessary to 
take bids for and enter into and execute final construction 
contracts for the acquisition and construction of the sewer 
improvements specified in the preamble and approved in Section 
1 of this contract, in accordance with the plans and specifications 
therefor based on the plans as approved by this contract. Said 
final construciton contracts shall specify a completion date of the 
sewer improvements. 

(b) The BOARD will require and procure from the contractor 
or contractors undertaking the actual construction and acquisition 
of the sewer improvements necessary and proper bonds to 
guarantee the performance of the contract or contracts and such 
labor and materials bonds as may be required by law, in such 
amount and such forms as may be approved by the BOARD. 

(c) The BOARD will submit to the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of Wayne an ordinance or resolution providing for the 
issuance of bonds in the aggregate principal amount of 
$2,000,000.00 (except as authorized pursuant to this contract), 
said bonds to mature serially as authorized by law and to be 
issued in anticipation of the installment payments to be made by 
the TOWNSHIP to pay the installments due, plus interest, as 
hereinafter provided in this contract, and secondarily, if approved 
by a majority of the members-elect of the Board of Supervisors, 
by the full faith and credit of the County of Wayne After due 
adoption of the bond ordinance or resolution, the BOARD will 
take all legal procedures and steps necessary to effectuate the sale 
and delivery of said bonds. 

(d) The BOARD, upon receipt of the proceeds of sale of the 
bonds, will comply with all provisions and requirements provided 
for in the ordinance or resolution authorizing issuance of the 
bonds and this contract relative to the disposition and use of the 
proceeds of sale of the bonds. 

7. The cost of the sewer improvements referred to In the 
preamble to this contract shall be charged to and paid by the 
TOWNSHIP to the BOARD in the manner and at the timas herein 
set fourth. The said cost thereof (presently estimated at 
$2,000,000 00) shall be paid to the BOARD, as the agency of the 
County, in thirty-five (35) annual principal installments, plus 
interest and other expenses as hereinafter provided. The principal 
installments shall be as specified in Exhibit B (or any revision 
thereof made pursuant to paragraphs 8 and 9 of this contract) 
attached to this contract and made a part hereof by reference 

It is understood and agreed that the bonds of the County 
hereinbefore referred to will be issued in anticipation of the 
payment of the annual installments herein provided and asset forth 
in Exhibit B, with principal maturities on May 1st of each year, 
commencing with the year 1972, equal to the principal amount of 
the annual installments due on the preceding April 1st of such year, 
and bearing interest at the rate or rates determined on public sale 
thereof, payable on May 1st and November 1st of each year. 

It is further understood and agreed that the TOWNSHIP shall 
also pay to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, In addition to 
the principal installments as specified in Exhibit B, on April 1st and 
October 1st of each year, as accrued interest on the principal 
installments remaining unpaid, an amount sufficient to pay all 
interest due on the next succeeding interest payment date (May 1st 
and November 1st. respectively), on said County bonds from time 
to time outstanding. From time to time as the BOARD is billed by 
the paying agent or agents for the County bonds to be issued for 
their services as paying agent, or registering bonds, and as other 
costs and expenses accrue to the BOARD from handling of the 
payments made by the TOWNSHIP, the BOARD shall notify the 
TOWNSHIP of the amount of such paying agency fees and other 
costs and expenses, and the TOWNSHIP shall, within thirty (30) 
days from such notification, remit the BOARD sufficient funds to 


meet such paying agency fees and other costs and expenses. 

The BOARD shall, within thirty (30) days after the delivery of 
the County bonds hereinbefore referred to, furnish the TOWNSHIP 
with a complete schedule of said installments and the interest 
thereon due on the dates above set forth and shall also, at least (30) 
days prior to the due date of any such installment of principal and 
interest, or interest, advise the TOWNSHIP in writing of the exact 
amount due on said date. The failure to give such notice shall not. 
however, excuse the TOWNSHIP from making the required 
payments when due under the provisions hereof. 

If any installment payment as herein provided is not paid when 
due, the amount so not paid shall be subject to a penalty, in 
addition to interest, of one-half of one per cent (1/2 of 1%) thereof 
for each month or fraction thereof that the same remains unpaid 
after the due date 

8. If the proceeds of sale of the original County bonds authorized 
by this contract are for any reason insufficient to complete the 
acquisition and construction of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED 
in accordance with the plans and specifications therefor, the 
BOARD shall, if necessary, submit to the Board of Supervisors of 
Wayne County a resolution providing for the issuance and sale of 
additional County bonds in an amount necessary to provide 
sufficient funds to complete the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, in 
which event the duties and obligations of the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP as expressed and set forth in this contract shall be 
applicable to such additional issue of bonds as well as the original 
issue, it being at all times fully recognized and agreed that the 
payments to be made by the TOWNSHIP in the manner specified in 
paragraph 7 of this contract shall be based upon the cost of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. Any such additional bonds shall 
mature serially on May 1st, and the installment maturing on the 
April 1st preceding said May 1st. as shown by Exhibit B. shall be 
increased by the principal amount of such additional bonds 
maturing on said May 1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this 
contract shall be applicable to said increased amounts. Immediately 
upon the issuance of such additional bonds, the BOARD shall 
furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a document entitled "Revised 
Exhibit B." specifying the new schedule of installments, increased as 
herein authorized, which shall be substituted and take the place of 
the present Exhibit B and the installments therein specified 

9. In the event, by reason of favorable construction bids received, 
Federal or State grants, or any other reason, it is not necessary to 
issue the County bonds in the full amount of $2,000,000.00. based 
upon the present estimated cost, but such bonds are authorized and 
issued in such lesser principal amount as may be necessary to pay 
the cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, the installment 
payments of the TOWNSHIP as provided in paragraph 7 and Exhibit 
B of this contract shall shall be reduced proportionately so that the 
Installment payment due on April 1st of each year shall correspond 
to the principal amount of the bonds maturing on the next 
succeeding May 1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this 
contract shall be applicable to said reduced installments the same as 
though such installments were originally in said reduced amounts. In 
such event, the BOARD shall furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a 
new "Exhibit 8" specifying the new schedule Of installments, 
reduced as herein authorized, which shall be substituted and take 
the place of the present Exhibit B and the installments therein 
specified. 

If is fully understood and agreed by the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP that the principal amount of the annual installments, as 
specified in Exhibit B and due on April 1st of each year, shall at all 
times correspond to the principal amount of the bonds due on the 
following May 1st. 

10 The TOWNSHIP, pursuant to the authorization of Section 5a 
of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, irrevocably 
pledges its full faith and credit for the prompt and timely payment 
of its obligations expressed in this contract, and. except as hereafter 
provided, shall each year, commencing with the year 1970, levy an 
ad valorem tax on all the taxable property in the TOWNSHIP in an 
amount which, taking into consideration estimated delinquencies in 
tax collections, will be sufficient to pay its obligations under this 
contract becoming due before the time of the following year's tax 
collections. Such annual levies, by virtue of the authorization of 
Section 6, Article IX. of the Michigan Constitution of 1963, shall be 
without limitation as to rate or amount, being for the purpose of 
providing funds to meet the contractual obligations of the 
TOWNSHIP, in anticipation of which the County bonds hereibefore 
referred to are issued. Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to prevent the TOWNSHIP from using any. or any combination of. 
the means and methods provided in Section 5a of said Act 342. 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as now or hereafter amended, for the 
purpose of providing funds to meet its obligations under this 
contract, and if at the time of making the annual tax levy there shall 
be other funds on hand earmarked and set aside for the payment of 
the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax collection 
period, then such annual tax levy may be reduced by such amount, 
or if sufficient of such funds are so on hand and earmarked to 
provide for the full payment of the contractual obligations due prior 
to the next tax collection period, then no tax levy need be made for 
such year. 

11. The TOWNSHIP may pay in advance any of the payments 
required to be made by this contract, in which event the BOARD 
shall credit the TOWNSHIP with such advance payment on future 
due payments to the extent of such advanced payment. 

12. The TOWNSHIP may pay additional moneys over and above 
any of the payments specified in this contract with the written 
request that said additional funds be used to call bonds for 
redemption prior to maturity, in which event the BOARD shall be 
obligated toapply and use said-moneys for such purpose. Such moneys 
shall not then be credited as advance payments under the provisions 
of Section 1 1 of this contract. 

13 In the event the TOWNSHIP shall fail for any reason to pay 
to the BOARD at the times specified the amounts required to be 
paid by the provisions of this contract, the BOARD shall 
immediately notify in writing both the County Treasurer of the 
County of Wayne and the Township Treasurer of such default, and 
the amount thereof, and if such default is not corrected within ten 
(10) days after such notification, the County Treasurer or other 
official charged with disbursement to the TOWNSHIP of funds 
derived from the State sales tax levy under the law and payable to 
the TOWNSHIP pursuant to Section 10. Article IX. of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1963, is by these presents specifically authorized by 
the TOWNSHIP to withhold funds to the maximum amount 
necessary to cure said deficit derived from such sales tax levy and 
returnable to the TOWNSHIP, and to pay said sums so withheld to 
the BOARD to apply on the obligations of the TOWNSHIP as herein 
set forth. Any such moneys so withheld and paid shall be considered 
to have been returned to the TOWNSHIP within the meaning of the 
Michigan Constitution of 1963. the purpose of this provision being 
solely to voluntarily authorize the use of said funds owing to the 
TOWNSHIP to meet past due obligations of the TOWNSHIP due 
under the provisions of this contract. In addition to the foregoing, 
the BOARD shall have all other rights and remedies provided by law 
to enforce tht obligation of the TOWNSHIP to make its payments 
in the manner and at the times required by this contract. 

14 It is specifically recognized by the TOWNSHIP that the 
payments required to be made by it pursuant to the terms of 
3ection7 of this contract are to be pledged for and used to pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds to be issued by the County, as 
provided by this contract and authorized by law. and the 
TOWNSHIP covenants and agrees that it will make its required 
payments to the BOARD promptly and at the times herein 
specified, without regard to whether the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED is actually completed or placed in operation. 

15 Nothing herein contained shall in any way be construed to 
prevent additional financing under the provisions of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan. 1939. as amended, or any other law. for the 
purpose of constructing all or any portion of additional necessary 
sanitary sewer improvements. 

16. After completion of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and 
payment of all costs thereof, any surplus remaining from the 
proceeds of sale of bonds shall be used by the BOARD for either of 
the following purposes, at the option of and upon request made by 
resolution of the Township Board of the TOWNSHIP, to wit: (a) for 
additional sewer and sewage disposal facilities in the TOWNSHIP, 
subject to approval of the BOARD, or (b) credited by the BOARD 
toward the next payments due the BOARD by the TOWNSHIP 
hereunder 

17. All contracts for connection to the sewer improvements, 
whether such connections are made during construction or after 
the sewer improvements are placed in operation, shall be made by 
the TOWNSHIP. The actual costs of such connections shall be paid 
by the TOWNSHIP except to the extent that the costs of such 
connections are included in the cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED. 

18 The obligations and undertakings of each of the parties to 
this contract shall be conditioned on the successful issuance and sale 
of bonds pursuant to Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan, 1939. as 
amended, and if for any reason whatsoever said bonds ere not issued 


and sold within three (3) years from the date of this contract, this 
contract, except for payment of preliminary expenses and 
ownership of engineering date, shall be considered void and of no 
force and effect. In the event that said bonds are not issued and 
sold, all preliminary legal and engineering costs shall be paid by the 
TOWNSHIP and the TOWNSHIP shall have ownership, possession 
and use of all plans and specifications, surveys and other engineering 
date and materials prepared. 

19. The sewer improvements acquired and constructed in 
accordance with the provisions of this contract shall be a part of the 
County System. The TOWNSHIP shall at all times maintain the 
sewer improvements to be acquired and constructed hereunder at its 
own expense for and on behalf of the BOARD. If at any time during 
the term of this contract the TOWNSHIP refuses or neglects to 
properly repair or maintain any of the facilities required to be 
maintained by it hereunder, the BOARD shall, in writing, order the 
TOWNSHIP to perform all necessary items of repair and 
maintenance, and in case of non-compliance with such order within 
thirty (30) days, the BOARD may proceed with such work, and the 
TOWNSHIP agress to reimburse the BOARD for any expenses 
incurred thereby. 

20 The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP each recognize that the 
holders from time to time of the bonds issued by the County under 
the provisions of Section 5c of Act 342. Public Acts of Michigan. 
1939, as amended, to finance the cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, will have contractual rights in this contract, and it is, 
therefore, covenanted and agreed by each of them that so long as 
any of said bonds shall remain outstanding and unpaid the 
provisions of this contract shall not be subject to any alteration 
revisions which would in any manner materially affect cither the 
security of the bonds or the prompt payment of principal or interest
